I/is AjtGEi.ss, A ugust 27th.—The Con­ 
vention m et again th is m orning at 10 
o'clock. T he greatest interest and excite­ 
m ent prevailed concerning the G uberna­ 
torial contest. For an hour before Gen­ 
eral Barnes called the Convention to order 
the delegates sw arm ed into the hall and 
filled it w ith tobacco smoke and discussed 
the situation. 
Roil-call was dispensed 
w ith, a quorum beiug present. 
A. R. Conklin said as it would be im ­ 
possible to keep the m em bers of the Con­ 
vention here after to-morrow, he thought 
som ething should be done to shorten pro­ 
ceedings, and he therefore offered a resolu­ 
tion that after the nom ination of Governor 
and the taking of two ballots the candidate 
receiving the lowest num ber of votes be 
dropped. 
Camron of Alameda opposed the reso­ 
lution. on the ground that it is unfair to 
candidates and their friends. H e did not 
fear but delegates could be kept here until 
the w ork is none. 
McMullin of Sacramento moved to table 
the resolution, and the m otion was carried 
bv an overwhelm ing vote. 


SEV EN TH B A L I/IT FOR GOVERNOR. 
The roll was then called on the nom ina­ 
tion for Governor, which resulted as fol­ 
lows: Swift, 137 ; Dimond, 133; Reed, 73 ; 
H artson, 108; Morrow, 8. W hole num ber 
of votes cast, 450; necessary to a choice, 
229; no nom ination. 
The only material changes on this ballot 
were that the San Diego delegation, which 
heretofore cast 5 votes- for Dimond, went 
bodily to Swift. 
Last night the Santa 
< Jara" delegan in cast ti vetes for Swift ami 
10 for Dimond. tin this ballot they gave 
one for Dimond and 15 for Swift, which 
brought out a round of applause. 


E IG H TH BALLOT— NOM INATION OF SW IFT. 
T he roll was called for the eighth time 
am id the greatest excitement. 
The first 
break began in the San Francisco delega­ 
tion, the 
Tw enty-ninth, Thirtieth 
and 
Thirty-lirst Assembly district going bodily 
over to Swift. T he Thirty-second gave him 
4 and he gained steadily in the Thirty-fifth, 
T hirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh and Thirty- 
ninth. In San Joaquín Swift gained 3, the 
whole of San Luis Ubispo and Santa Cruz 
3, Shasta 6, Sonoma 3, Teham a 2. It being 
evident that Swift was about to be nom i­ 
nated, Rhoads of the Sacramento delega­ 
tion changed 11 votes from Reed and Di­ 
m ond to Swilt. Memloeiuo changed G from 
Dimond to Swift. 
Kidder of Nevada arose 
to change to Swift the 10 votes of that 
county, and a num ber of other delegates 
claimed the floor. The greatest confusion 
prevailed. Chairm an Ilarnes declared that 
it was impossible to keep the roll with 
these changes and Then followed calls for a 
new roll-call. Camron of Alameda moved 
to call tbe roll anew. There were loud 
cries of " N o !” and shouts of “ R oll!” 
" Give us a new ro ll!” 
Green of Sacramento appealed from the 
decision of the Chair, claim ing that the roll 
call should not be ignored. Tbe counties 
m aking the nom ination should have the 
credit of the nom ination. 
C. A. Garter of Teham a got the floor and 
protested against the roll being disposed of 
in this way. H e claimed it as the right of 
the Convention to have the result as it stood 
announced. 
Vrooman of Alameda m ade an appeal 
for a new roll call. He said mistakes would 
be avoided and bad feelings obviated by a 
new roll-call. 
Sbortridge of Santa Clara demanded tbe 
Tesult as it stood, and appealed to tbe Con­ 
vention not to perm it us records to be 
garbled in this way. 
The Chairman ruled that the roll would 
be called by counties tor changes, and 
Speaker Barks appealed to the Convention 
tor order. After order had been restored 
by the vigorous application of the gave!, 
the roll was called for changes. 
The eighth ballot resulted: Swift. 320 ; 
Dim ond, 74; Reed, 2U: H artson, 36. W hole 
num ber cast, 455; necessary for a choice,

NOM INATION MADE UNANIM OUS. 
The nom ination of Swiit was received 
w ith three rousing cheers, and, on m o­ 
tion, 
m ade 
by 
defeated 
candidates, 
it was made unanim ous. There were loud 
calls for Swift, but be was not present, and 
on motion, recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 
A ftern o o n Session. 


A r m o r y H a ll. August 27th.—The Con­ 
vention reassembled at 2 o’clock. John F. 
Swift appeared in response to loud calls. 
H e briefly thanked the delegates for the 
honor conferred, and promised to do his 
best to carry the State for the entire ticket. 


LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 
Nom inations for 
Lieutenant-G overnor 
were then declared to be in order. 
Vrooman asked permission for the A la­ 
m eda delegation to retire to caucus, which 
was granted. 
Blanchard of El Dorado named W illiam 
Johnston, of Sacramento. He said he had 
nom inated a Cicero for Governor, and 
would now nom inate a Cincinna’us to aid 
him , a farm er by occupation, a gentlem an 
by instinct and birth, honored and re­ 
spected in every walk of life ; a man who 
represented the State Grange. 
George A. Knight, of Hum boldt, nom i­ 
nated W. R. W aterm an, of San Bernardino. 
K night claimed the Lieutenant-Governor 
should come from the south. W aterm an 
was a farmer and m iner; the nobles! work 
of God—an honest man. 
Thom as McNulta, of Santa Barbara, 
nom inated John Peck Stearns. 
Mr. Mills, of San Francisco, seconded 
Stearns’ nom ination. 
Alsip of Sacramento and Davis of So­ 
noma seconded Johnston’s nom ination, 
and made an appeal to the farmers. 
Bell of Shasta, John Brown of San Ber­ 
nardino. and H artley of Los Angeles sec­ 
onded the nom ination of W aterm an. 
First ballot—Total vote, 456; necessary 
to a choice, 229; W aterm an 239!, Johnston 
1311, Stearns 8a, W hitney 1.

Nominations lor Secretary of State were 
declared to be in order. 
Fred. Campbell nom inated Jam es A. Orr, 
o f Plum as. 
Charles Mao’.av named Colonel W alter S. 
M oore, of I.os Angeles. 
John Yule nom inated C. W. Craig, of 
Trinity. 
After the roll-call was completed, Sacra­ 
m ento changed five from Orr and six from 
Craig to Moore. This action was followed 
by several other counties.

He described incidents of H art’s war rec­ 
ord that set the audience wild with delight. 
The cheers from the Convention and lobby 
were deafening. 
Men stood upon their 
ehahs and waved their hats, and ladies 
their 
handkerchiefs, 
and 
cheered. 
It 
was the happiest effort of the 
silver- 
tongued orator's life, and its effect was 
magical. 
K. D. W heeler, of San Francisco, 
nom inated T. L. Carothers, of Mendocino. 
H unt of Alameda seconded H art’s nom i­ 
nation. 
J. C. Campbell, of San Joaquin, 
seconded the nom ination of Blanchard. 
Weaver of H um boldt seconded the nom ­ 
ination of Carothers. Judge L. B. Mizner 
seconded the nom ination of Carroll M. 
Cook. The candidates appeared and made 
speeches. 
Carroll 
Cook 
withdrew 
his 
name, and when the roll was about halt 
through Blanchard withdrew in favor of 
Hare. 
Devlin did the same thing. Torn 
F itch’s speech had so enthused the Con­ 
vention that there seemed to be a unani­ 
mous desire to vote for H art.

It was the most exciting scene in 
the whole Convention, ami was a surprise 
to all, as H art was but little known before 
Fitch’s speech, which m ade him the hero 
ot the honr. One m an said, “ H e's a 
bigger m an than Jim Blaine.” 
Carothers, 
had the fight, as it was understood, won. 
W ncn Fitch was walking up to the plat­ 
form a reporter said, " H e is going to earn 
$50.” 
W hen he stepped down, amid the 
shouts and plaudits of a thousand peo­ 
ple. the same person remarked, “ He has 
well earned it.” 


A WORD ABOUT CANDIDATES. 
R. W. W aterm an, the nom inee for Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor, is about 55 years old, and 
by occupation a m iner and farmer. 
He re­ 
sides near San Bernardino, where he is 
quite popular. 
He has not before held a 
State office. 
Jam es E. Denny, the nom inee for Con­ 
troller, resides at Visalia, Tulare county. 
H e is about 45 years old, a druggist by oc­ 
cupation, and is now engaged in that busi­ 
ness at Visalia. 
H e has been elected to 
office several times in Tulare county, over­ 
coming a heavy Democratic m ajority. 
W illiam 11. H art who was nom inated 
for Attorney-General by acclamation, re­ 
sides in San Francisco, where he is well 
known. 
H e was a gallant soldier, and is a 
m em ber of the G. A. R., a fact which prob­ 
ably secured him the nom ination. He was 
born in Yorkshire, England, in IstO, and 
came to Illinois with his parents in 1852, 
and, upon the breaking out of the war he 
enlisted in H inckling’s Uniqn Scouts, a 
company organized at Cairo, 111., then a 
boy 14 years old. 
H e was wounded three 
times while executing dangerous missions, 
and was mustered out in 1864. H e enlisted 
again for one hundred days, and again re­ 
enlisted in 1865. H e was adm itted to the 
bar in 1869. and was subsequently Prose­ 
cuting Attorney at Dewitt, Iowa. Two 
years ago, he was the candidate for City 
and County A ttorney of San Francisco, 
but was beaten for the nom ination. 
He 
has practiced law in Sun Francisco for sev­ 
eral years.

As F in ally A d o p ted A fter 
M ade. 
The Republican platform as heretofore 
published was changed after the original 
draft, as subm itted by the committee, had 
been forwarded by telegraph. 
Following 
is the platform complete as it was finally 
adopted by the Convention : 
The Republican party of California, in 
Convention assembled, reaffirms its devo­ 
tion to the great purposes for which it was 
organized and for which it has been m ain­ 
tained. It has preserved free governm ent 
and secured to all the inhabitants of these 
United States the great rights which lie at 
the foundation of all just government—the 
right to life, property and the pursuit of 
happiness—and its mission will not be fully 
accomplished until the laws are so con­ 
strued and adm inistered that an invasion of 
these inalienable rights, even as against 
the hum blest person, shall become impos­ 
sible. It points w ith pride to the fact that 
it Isas engrafted these principles upon the 
national Constitution, thereby giving to 
every one tbe protection which the power 
of 60,000,000 of freemen affords. 
Guided 
by a firm faith in these great principles it 
lias, during its long and eventful history, 
done nothing for which it has to apolo­ 
gize. 
W hen it took the Government front 
the Democratic party it found a country 
disturbed 
by dissensions; States seced­ 
ing ami threatening secession ; the Treas­ 
ury empty and the public credit im paired : 
the arsenals plundered and the fortresses 
invested; a hostile Government, whose 
foundation was hum an slavery, fully armed 
in our m id st; w ith open foes at the South 
and secret enemies at the North. 
W hen 
called upon to surrender its great trust, it 
delivered to its successors a united country, 
a 1'ree people, an overflowing treasury, 
public credit higher than that of any other 
nation on earth, arsenals and the Govern­ 
m ent works intact, the flag of the Union 
floating in peace over a great, prosperous, 
happy nation, comm anding the adm iration 
and respect of m ankind. The Democratic 
adm inistration of Cleveland lias failed to 
keep the pledges upon which it came in i) 
power, 
it promised retrenchm ent and 
economy, hut has been the most extrava­ 
gant ever known. 
It promised to uphold 
the dignity and honor of the renublic and 
protect American citizens and their rights 
of person an.l property, both at home and 
abroad, but has proved incapable of secur­ 
ing an honorable adjustm ent of the fish­ 
eries question, and has, w ith seeming in­ 
difference, subjected the United States to 
the hum iliation of seeing our flag insulted, 
our seamen se’zed and vessels of our citi­ 
zens confiscated by the authorities ot Can­ 
ada, while, with rash haste and blunder­ 
ing, it has involved us in unjustifiable 
complications with our friendly neighbor, 
the sister republic of Mexico, a fact which 
seriously calls attention to the Republican 
national platform in its enunciation of the 
doctrine of in ernaiional arbitration for in­ 
ternational differences, and to the im port­ 
ance of the recent Act of the Senate of the 
United States in unanim ously passing a 
hill for a Congress of American nations in 
ttie interest of peace and commerce.

promised civil service reform, but has made 
that phrase odious by not only removing, 
but attem pting to blacken the character of 
thousands of our best citiz: ns, m any of 
them old sffdie-s, who have hem removed 
from officio! positions upon tlip cowardly 
subterfuge of “ offensive partisanship.” 
We reaffirm that to the Union soldiers and 
sailors in the late war we owe a debt which 
cannot be computed, and it is the duty of 
the Government to grant pensions and es­ 
tablish homes for all such as are disabled 
or in w ant; and with equal earnestness we 
condemn the heartless and wholesale vetoes 
by President Cleveland of the private pen­ 
sion bills recently passed by this Congress. 
Reaffirming the principles enunciated in 
the national platform adopted at Chicago 
in 1SS4, and the Stale platform adopted at 
Sacram ento in the same year, in so far as 
now applicable, the Republican party of 
California m akes the following additional 
declaration of principles: 


I . — LABOR. 
Labor ¡3 honorable, and the laborer in 
every walk of life should be honored. Upon 
free, intelligent labor and its wise direction 
depends the prosperity of the 
nation. 
Everything which is useful and valuable 
to m an is the result of labor in some form, 
and its careful protection should be the first 
consideration of the statesm an. The value 
of labor m ast depend upon its producing 
capacity, and this m ust be measured by tbe 
intelligence of tbe laborer. The liberal 
education of the laborer, therefore, is the 
first step towards the greatest, the wisest 
and the m ost profitable development of the 
resonrces of the country and the elevation 
of it3 w orkm en. To accomplish this tbe 
public seliooi system should he preserved, 
protected and extended, until its ennobling 
influence penetrates to every hearthstone 
and increases the usefulness of every per­ 
son. The Republican party declares its 
firm belief tbat co-operation among labor­ 
ers is for the best interests of society ; that 
while capital is entitled to all safeguards 
necessary to induce its generous invest­ 
ment, and while assaults upon social order 
proceeding from persons falsely represent­ 
ing themselves as friends of labor m ust he 
sternly repressed, the Republican party 
will n ev er'sanction any legislation which 
would restrict wage-earners from co-eper- 
atine and organizing for their general pro­ 
tection and advancement, but. on the con­ 
trary, will enact liberal laws fostering and 
encouraging co-operation. 
Resolved, T hat all law-abiding citizens of 
the United States, be they native or foreign 
born, are equally entitled to the protection 
of our laws, and we are opposed to the im ­ 
m igration of all persons not in sym pathy 
w ith this Governm ent and the principles 
on which it is founded. 
R ooked T hat we are irrevocably in favor 
of im m ediate action on the pari of Con­ 
gress and the President to secure the abro- 


denounces the action of the Democratic 
House of Representatives for refusing its 
concurrence in a measure universally de­ 
m anded by the people of this coast, and , 
which is necessary for the protection and j 
elevation of free labor. 
Iicsolvrd, T hat the interests of free labor I 
dem and that the em ploym ent and patron- , 
age of Chinese should be discouraged by j 
all lawful means, and to this end we ear- i 
nestiy solicit the hearty co-operation o f ' 
every’citizen of tliisS t.te. 
Resolved, T hat we are in favor of the pro­ 
tection and elevation cf A m erican labor, 
and opposed to any legislation which tends 
to degrade or cheapen it. and we recom­ 
mend the em ploym ent of convict labor in 
such pursuits as will not bring tbe same 
into injurious competition with free labor. 


I I . — IRRIG A TIO N . 
One of the most im portant questions 
soon to be considered by the people of Cal­ 
ifornia is the proper utilization of its water­ 
courses for the purpose of irrigation, and 
when this great work is accomplished our 
State will support per acre a greater popu­ 
lation than any other State in the Union, 
and fertilize and fill w ith prosperity vast 
domains otherwise dedicated to perpetual 
barrenness. 
The Republican party ap­ 
proaches tliis great question with a careful 
deliberation, not less grave than tbat which 
it lias debated and happily determ ined 
other m omentous subjects, in the confident 
expectation, that if intrusted w ith tbe power 
so to do, it will enact such laws as will 
secure and receive the approval of the peo­ 
ple, and it here affirms as follows r 
First—It is in favor of the imm ediate 
passage of a law declaring that henceforth 
no rights to water sha'l be acquired which 
will in any m anner ob3lruct the State in 
the control thereof whenever it shall see 
proper to exercise such control. 
Second—It is in tavor of the passage of 
laws which will prevent the monopolizing 
of the waters of the State and promote 
their utilization to the greatest extent pos­ 
sible. 
Third—In the passage of any laws upon 
this subject individual rights m ust be pro­ 
tected, but if those rights are found to 
interfere with effectuating a just distribu­ 
tion of water and its utilization by the peo­ 
ple upon equal terms, then such rights 
should be condemned and taken for public 
usp, under the same principles upon which 
all private property is condemned and 
taken for ptAlic use, upon compensation 
being made therefor. 
F ourth—We demand an am endm ent to 
the Constitution which will perm it such 
local and special legislation as may be 
necessary to effectuate these purposes. 


III.—TAXATION. 
The Suprem e Court of the United States 
having failed to determ ine w hether or not 
the method of taxing railroad corporations 
declared by our State Constitution is in 
conflict with the Constitution of the United 
States, we are without an authoritative rule 
which m ight otherwise relieve the question 
of its present embarrassing complications, 
and this subject requires of our Legislature 
and Executive most careful and deliberate 
action. The gravity of this m atter puts it 
on a plane above the range of party poli­ 
tics, and demands the serious attention of 
the best-thinking people of the State. 
In 
this respect, and in all others, we favor 
equal and ju st taxation forthe m aintenance 
of the Government, and affirm that all 
should pay a full share of the public taxes 
fairly due and in accordance with the broad 
principles of equity. 


IV .— V ITICU LTU RE AND HORTICU LTU RE. 
Resolved, That the prosperity of our viti- 
cultural and horticultural industries is of 
param ount im portance to this State. In 
order to encourage their rapid im prove­ 
m ent and a freer expansion of trade in 
domestic and foreign m arkets, to prevent 
unjust discrim ination in favor of foreign 
products, a revision of the internal revenue 
laws and am endm ents to the tari If are de­ 
m anded as of imm ediate necessity to our 
people, and tiie Legislature should, by suit­ 
able legislation, provide for the effective 
exterm ination of all fruit pests. 


V .— HARBOR DEFENSES. 
Resulted, That the Republican party earn­ 
estly urges upon the Federal Governm ent 
the imm ediate necessity of fortifying the 
principal seaports of the nation in such a 
m anner as to protect the national honor 
and the property and territory of the peo­ 
ple from foreign invasion. 


V I.— T H E WOOL IN TER EST. 
W e demand in behalf of the great wool- 
growing interest of our State a restoration 
of the wool tariff of 1S67. and denounce 
the recent attem pt of the Democratic m a­ 
jority in the national House of Represent­ 
atives to pass the Morrison bill reducing 
tiriff duties and placing wool on the free 
list. 


V II.— T H E PRESEN T STATE ADM INISTRATION. 
We denounce the present S 'ate Adm inis­ 
tration as most wasteful and incom petent. 
Its weakness, extravagance and vacillating 
policy has brought reproach upon the fair 
fame of California. 


V I I I.— EXTRA SESSION. 
W e recognize the great truth that no 
government can he republican in form u n ­ 
less the throe departm ents—legislative, ju­ 
dicial and executive—are separate and 
independent, the one from the other. 
We 
declare that the calling of an extra session 
of the Legislature for the purpose ot re­ 
versing a decision of the Suprem e Court cf 
the State has no parallel in the history of 
this country ; 
that the policy which dic­ 
tated it was un-Am erican ami revolution­ 
ary. and that no words of censure can ade­ 
quately characterize this attem pt to destroy 
tne independence of a co-ordinate branch 
of the Government. 
The Republican party subm its Its platform 
and its candidates to the intelligence and 
the patriotism of the people, and invoke to 
their support all, without regard to past 
affiliation, who desire ju st laws, good gov­ 
ernm ent, peace and security. 
True to its 
mission, it will bring to the solution of the 
im portant subjects involved broad, states­ 
m anlike and equitable methods.

THE 
NOMINEE. 


S k etch o f th e Life of Jo h n F . Swift, R e­ 
p u b lican N om inee fo r G overnor. 
John F. Swift, Republican nom inee for 
Governor, was born in Missouri in 1S29. 
W hen he was a mere lad his parents re­ 
moved to Illinois, where the family resided 
eight years. W hen 18 years of age, young 
Swiit w ent to St. Louis and learned the 
trade of tinsm ith. A t 22 (1850) b ecam e 
across the plains to San Francisco, where 
he engaged, in the W ashington Market, in 
the produce business. He was prudent, 
energetic and ambitious, and made bi3 
business profitable. From early youth he 
was a reader and a studc-nt. 
W hen he ac­ 
cumulated m eans through his business, 
and which proved largely profitable, he 
wisely invested and turned his attention to 
the study of the law, readfng w ith F. M. 
l’ixley and being admitted to the bar in 
1857. H e soon built up a good practice, 
was successful as an advocate and accumu­ 
lated money, which he liberally used to 
gratify his literary tastes. 
He m arried the 
daughter of Colonel W. G. W ood. His 
writings, his vigorous expression, his bold 
position cn public issues, drew to him at­ 
tention, and led to his being sent to the 
Legislature, and represented ban Francisco 
in the Assembly during tbe fourteenth, 
tw entieth and twenty-second sessions cf 
the Legislature. 
H is independer.ee of spirit 
led him into the independent movement, 
iii which he was a strong power. 
He was 
a candidate for Congress in tLe First Dis­ 
trict in 1875. and was defeated by I’iper, 
the Democratic nominee. 
H e had been 
Register of the San Francisco Land Office 
in 1365-06, being appointed by President 
Lincoln to that trust. In I860, to gratify his 
scholarly tastes, he m ads a trip to Europe, 
and visited Eastern countries U r five years, 
and wrote back letters to th e San Francisco 
Rulleti:i during that time, w hich attracted 
wide attention for their finish, critical 
character and the broad powers of observa­ 
tion to which they‘testified in th e author. 
They also bore testimony to his strength 
of character and his analytical capacity in 
judging hum an motive. 
In 1877 he made a notable run for. the 
Assembly. leading the Republican ticke 


by 2.000 votes. H e m ade a second trip to 
Europe in 1878. In 1879 lie was an aspir­ 
ant before the Republican State Conven­ 
tion for the nom ination of Governor, but 
was defeated by George C. Perkins. In j 
J8S0 he was appointed by tbe President : 
as » )e of the Commissioners of the United ¡ 
.States to frame a treaty with China with a • 
view to checking the influx of Chinese to j 
this country. Not all was obtained that ! 
tbe people or Mr. Swiit desired, but as good 
results were had as were possible of attain­ 
m ent under all the circumstances. 
Mr. 
Swift then m ade a trip around the world, 
still more enlarging his store of inform a­ 
tion and broadening his knowledge of men 
and countries. On his return it was early j 
found that he was clear upon the anti- 
Chinese question, and that no m an had 
more positive, exalted or beneficial views 
upon tiioquesuon. In the famous Anti-Chi­ 
nese Convention he wrote the mem orial to 
Congress, which was adopted without a 
word of dissent, and was received in the 
United States Senate with m arks of high 
consideration. 
It was the chief attainm ent 
ot that Convention, and about a’l th at 
saved it from complete failure. 
H e is a 
m an of great force of character, vigor of 
thought, strength in aggression, and witii 
profound convictions of the right. 
He is 
well-known as an author, several of his 
books are standard exam ples of literary ex­ 
cellence, ami he ranks among the brightest 
and ablest literary men California has de­ 
veloped. 
His views are broad and states­ 
m anlike, and his grasp of pttbiic questions 
is that of the m an of fearlessness, thought, 
broad intelligence and deep convictions.

men, moreover, who further disguise their 
identity by holding a strip of sacecloth 
stretched on pieces of stick in front of their 
faces. These are mourners. 
l:i the year 
1882 a Japanese traveler who landed on the 
northeast coast found the officials and all 
the inhabitants in this lugubrious masque­ 
rade. They were in m ourning for the 
Queen, who was supposed to have been 
murdered, but who, after the people had 
worn sackcloth half a year for her sake, 
emerged safe end sound from the hiding- 
place where she had taken refuge from the 
pursuit of her wicked father-in-law, Tat-on- 
K un. 
F or a Queen it is customary to 
m ourn twelve m onths; lor parents and 
near kinsfolk three yeara. 
W hat a deep 
influence this prescriptive usage has upon 
the life of the people is illustrated by the 
following story of an aged bachelor who 
was asked why he had never taken a wife! 
“ My parents as well as myself,” he said, 
“ were desirous that I should m arry, and. 
a suitable young lady being found, our be­ 
trothal took place. Then m y future fath­ 
er-in-law died, and we had. of course, to 
wait three years. 
I had hardly put off my 
m ourning than I had to bewail the loss of 
my own poor father. 
Necessarily, here 
was another term of three years’ waiting. 
W hen these were up, the m other of m y fu­ 
ture wife took sick and expired, and thus 
we were obliged to delay our m arriage an­ 
other three years. Lastly, I had the m is­ 
fortune to lose m y own dear m other, which 
naturally caused a further adjournm ent. 
¡So that, as four times three m akes twelve, 
that num ber of years had passed over our 
heads, and m ade us both the older. A t 
this tim e m y betrothed fell ill, and, as she 
was at death’s door, I went to pay her a 
last visit. My future brother-in-law m et 
me at the door and said, ‘ A lthough you 
are not formally married, yet, perhaps, I 
m ay for this once look upon you as man and 
wife. Come in and see her.’ 
I had hardly 
entered, and been for a m om ent face to 
face w ith m y poor wife, than she breathed 
her last. 
W hen I saw this, all thoughts of 
m arriage fled from me. and I have remained 
a buchi lor ever since.”— London Tunes. 


How to A rrange a Kouquet. 
There is m uch skill and taste to be used 
in arranginga bouquet, which any one may 
learn by attending to a few sim ple rules 
which m ay be given as follows ; A rrange­ 
m ent of color is tbe principal item of suc­ 
cess in a bouquet. The best know n pri­ 
m ary colors are red. blue and yellow, and 
among the compounds are orange, green 
and violet.. To com bine a 'l these weii we 
m ust turn to the artist, and he will tell us 
th at good contrasts are orange and blue.yel- 
low and green, yellow and purple, red and 
Idue. red and violet, red and green, etc. 
W hite may be termed a dead color, ami can 
come in almost anywhere, except between 
a very dark and bright color, where gray 
is better. 
Black tloe3 very well to divide 
conspicuous colors like red and orange, for 
it dees not produce such a violent contrast 
as white would do. If the bouquet is to be 
entirely shades of one color, red is valua­ 
ble; commencing w ith deep scarlet in the 
center, and putting round it rings of brick- 
red, deep carm ine, pink, pale red. rose and 
a boundary of white or green. Care has to 
be taken to choose flowers that will keep 
their petals, and for this, flowers in bud or 
ju st opened are the best, 
it is bad to see 
a bouquet of flowers like fuü-grown gerani­ 
ums or prim ulas, for in a very short time 
the bouquet will be a mass of vacancies. In 
putting the flowers together it is better to 
start w ith a substantial central flower, like 
a rose or camellia, and bind the others 
round it, keeping the size, shape and ar­ 
rangem ent well in view. 
If the stalks are 
short, lengthen them with wire, and never 
put on a fresh flower till the last is well se­ 
cured. or often, just as the bouquet is fin­ 
ished, tiie center will fall out.—Exchange. 


N ew S u b m arin e T orpedo B o at. 


N ew 
Y o r k , August 27th. — Professor 
Tucker gave a public exhibition of his sub­ 
m arine torpedo boat Peacemaker, yester­ 
day, in North river. About 3:30 r. m . the 
process of filling her receiver witli caustic 
soda was begun. The sodd had been satu­ 
rated w ith water, and in a few m inutes the 
steam-gauge showed 100 pounds of pres­ 
sure. Compressed air was then forced into 
pipes, placed so that small quantities can 
be released from tim e to tim e as the atm os­ 
phere in the hold grows foul. The pilot 
took his place amidships, with his head in­ 
side the windowed dome, which rises two 
feet above the deck. The engineer followed 
him , and firmly screwed down the m an­ 
hole from the iiisidc. These two men com­ 
pose the entire crew. The vessel started 
tip the river at a speed of six miles an 
hour. By the use of the lateral rudders, 
she sank below the surface alm ost im m e­ 
diately, and appeared again about half a 
m ile up the river, after a submersion of 
five m inutes. Or. tiie second trip, the Peace­ 
m aker made tiie 
longest dive yet at­ 
tem pted—from one and a half to two 
m iles—passing under two steamers and ris­ 
ing w ithin ten feet of the canal boats.

N ew Y ork, A ugust 27th.—A . M. Gibson, 
who was long intim ate with Tilden, writes 
to the S u n :

M an ch ester’s Singing R each . 
Everybody has heard of the singing bea.ch 
at M anchester, Mass., the sand of which 
for a distance of about a fifth of a mile gives 
out a sound when walked upon or even 
stirred by a stick : but it is not so generally 
know n that in 1884 inquiry am ong the su- 
peri Wen dents of the life-saving service 
showed samples of the singing sand could 
bo found in tw enty different places on our 
coast. 
It ¡3 said that later investigation 
has increased the num ber to seventy-four 
in America and thirteen abroad. 
At M an­ 
chester an experim ent showed that the 
sound evoked from the sand by driving a 
st'ck into it cou’J be heard at a distance of 
one hundred and forty feet over the roar of 
the surf. Piofessors Bolton of T rinity Col­ 
lege, and Julien’of Columbia, have been 
m aking a study of the subject, and their 
conclusions are thus given: "T h esin g in g 
sand may occur in comparatively sm all 
patches in the m idst of ordinary s a n d ; it 
always occurs between the lim its of high 
and low tide : the same sand does not pro­ 
duce sounds at all seasons, nor does it al­ 
ways give forth like sounds; when wet it 
does not em it sounds, bamplesyvhen trans­ 
ported in bags lost their sonorousness, but 
retained it when sent in bottles.” The 
leading theory is tiiat the sound is pro­ 
duced by friction between the angular par­ 
ticles. and the conditions are believed by 
Professor Julien to be jierfect dryness, uni­ 
form ity of grain, varying from oue-iiith to 
one-tenth of an inch in diameter, and free­ 
dom from dust.—Buffalo Courier. 


T he P ic tu red Rocks o f V irg in ia.—The 
famous pictured rocks on the Evansville 
pike have been a source of wonder and 
speculation for more than a century, and 
have attracted m uch attention among the 
learned men of this country and Europe. 
Tiie cliff upon which these drawings exist 
is of considerable size, and w ithin a short 
distance of the highway above m entioned. 
The rock is a white sandstone which wears 
little from exposure to the weather, and 
upon its sm ooth surface are delineated the 
outlines of at least fifty species of anim als, 
birds, reptiles and fish, embracing in the 
num ber panthers, deer, buffalo, otters, 
beavers, wildcats, foxes, wolves, raccoons, 
opossums, bears, elk, crows, eagles, tu r­ 
keys, eels, various sorts of fish, large and 
Quail snakes, etc. In the m idst of this 
silent menagerie of specimens of the animal 
kingdom is the full length of a female 
form, beautiful and perfect in every re­ 
spect. Interspread among the drawings of 
anim als, etc . are im itations of the foot­ 
prints of each sort, the whole space occu­ 
pied being 150 feet long by 59 wide. To 
what race the artist belonged, or what his 
purpose was in m aking these rude portraits 
m ust ever remain a m ystery, but the work 
was evidently done age’s ago.— Exchange.

The Am erican girl appears to he tiie 
lioness of London society just now, accord­ 
ing to th at veracious chronicler of social 
swelldom, H enry I-abouchere, who says 
that "no party is now considered complete 
without these ladies.” 
The beauty and 
fascination of the well-bred Am erican girl 
contrast favorably with the appearance and 
accomplishm ents of the London lady, who 
looks at life from an altogether different 
standpoint. 
Mr. Laboucherc thinks that 
i: society m atters continue at the nrc-scnt 
rate "there will soon be m ore Atneri- 
eanesses than English women at London 
fashionable festivities. 
In the season just 
come to an end the substitution of the aris­ 
tocracy of wealth for the aristocracy of 
birth as entertainers of society 
m ade 
further progress. 
The rich give parties, 
and thus pay their way into soe’ety. Those 
already in it honor these parties with their 
presence. Some of the entertainers are do­ 
mestic, others are exotic. 
Tiie first step is 
to have a large house, the second to he 
ready to spend lavishly in it, the third to 
find some one to bid society people to the 
feasts. T h e ’some one’ m ust, how ever.be 
well selected. Then the aspiring snob soon 
blooms into a society personage, and his or 
her house becomes the recognized rendez­ 
vous of fashion.” T he society conquests of 
the American ladies in London, while very 
gratifying to all w ho love to see beauty 
and grace appreciated, 
are discounted 
somewhat by the fact that wealth can 
now m ake its way to the top of the social 
ladder quite as readily as beauty. The 
difference between i ’arisand London on this 
point is put as follows by Mr. Labouehere, 
who says things are different in 1’a ris : 
" There are m any wealthy Americans who 
find it nowadays more difficult than here­ 
tofore to obtain a good footing there, no 
m atter w hat they spend. 
I can assure 
them that they will not find any capital in 
Europe so likely to respond to their society 
aspirations ¡13 London, while their pres­ 
ence here will greatly benefit our trades­ 
men and be a positive boon to our pleasure- 
loving hut ciose-fisted aristocracy. They 
will, perhaps, be a little laughed at anil 
snubbed at the com m encem ent of their 
career, hut they have only to persevere, to 
spend freely and to put themselves into 
good hands in order to become stars of the 
first m agnitude in the social firmament. 
Indeed, if the tiling is properly managed, 
they may before loug snub others them ­ 
selves and give themselves out as exclu­ 
sives.” 
There is a keen edge of satire in 
all the compliments paid to the American 
soeiety-hmiters in London that cannot fail 
to have its effect on sensible persons who 
travel. 
W e are glad to think that there 
are some beautiful women and w ealthy 
men in America who think themselves 
vastly superior to the noble noodles of 
foreign drawing-rooms, and who do not 
yearn sufficiently for perfection in aping 
aristoeratic m anners to have themselves 
“ laughed at ” in the early stages of the 
ordeal. But, aside from tliis, it is gratify­ 
ing to know th at the Am erican girl can 
hold her own at hom e or abroad. 


B icy cles in W ash in g to n , 
W ashington has been a famous city for 
bicycles because of its asphalt pavement. 
Men used them as a common m eans of 
conveyance. T hat the sterner sex should 
not monopolize all the fan and exhilara­ 
tion of the mode of locomotion, Belva 
Lockwood and other strong-m inded women 
bestrode the tricycle, a three-wheeled m a­ 
chine. For a tim e Belva was a curiosity as 
she propelled herself up and down Penn­ 
sylvania avenue, frightening horses and 
dodging street gamins, who nut torpedoes 
under the wheels. B ut to the surprise of 
everybody the tricycle is now alm ost as 
common as the bicycle, and it m ay take the 
place of the buggy, tiie carryall, the phae­ 
ton, the push cart and even the wheelbar­ 
row. The young man and his girl now nse 
them for his m oonlight rides. A t first lie 
occupied a seat by her side, and together 
they kept tim e w ith th eir feet to the music 
of their souls, hut this style lias been im ­ 
proved upon, and tbe seats are arranged so 
tbat the young man sits behind and alone 
furnishes tiie motive power, while between 
the strokes of bis num ber nines be leans 
over and tells of his affection. There are 
other kinds with high chair attachm ent for 
babies, so that the family m an no longer is 
obliged to break up side-walk promenades 
pushing a baby carriage. Shop keepers use 
them for the delivery of small parcels, and 
the Swiss and other foreigners engaged in 
tbe laundry business have a basket attach­ 
m ent in which to collect and deliver wash­ 
ing. There are tricycles constructed for 
airing the sick, a stout negro servant being 
found more tractable to the comforts of the 
feeble than tbe most intelligent livery 
horse.

that Russia coufd never approve of the cir­ 
cumstances attending Prince A lexander's 
abdication. 
" Bulgarians who favored the 
deposition of A lexander,” DeGiers contin­ 
ues, " undoubtedly followed their natural 
feelings, thereby removing the obstacles 
which disturbed the close reunion of the 
Bulgarian Liberals by their hearty and un­ 
selfish sacrifice, and kindness to the Rus­ 
sian people.” The circular then contains 
the follow ing: 
“ From the m oment when, 
with genuine astonishm ent, we learned 
how the deposition was misunderstood, we 
instructed our agents in Bulgaria to secure 
a reversal of w hat had happened and not 
leave a train of suspicion that Russia’s ac­ 
tion had any influence in the affair. The

overcoming the provisional Government 
and recalling Prince Alexander, they have 
severed their deep devotion to Russia.

Shall not m at­ 
ters therefore be now settle»! in a definite, 
legal, loyal form? 
May 1 not even enter­ 
tain the hope that Alexander, whose high 
faculties we are willing to acknowledge, 
who unhappily became the puppet of in­ 
fluences he was unable sufficiently to re­ 
sist, will, from regard for the facts, and 
soberiv judging the situation, renew of his 
own accord, w ithout pressure, lhe act of ab­ 
dication, forced from him under conditions 
which we were the first to regret and the 
only on. s to rest re. 
We s’le.il, acting in 
concert with the friendly powers, he en­ 
abled to restore, in a fair and ju st m anner, 
tbe balance between conflicting interests in 
the E ast and secure our rights in Bulgaria 
from further eventualities, and be able to 
place tiie peace c f Europe on a new and 
solid basis, and surround :i by the further 
strong guarantees of our friendships with 
neighboring States and with European 
powers generally.”

A I» ? Angeles Herald reporter has been 
lately working tip the insect pest business, 
and has ju st published an interview with 
the “ Bag Commissioners," from which we 
take the following : Mr. Rice showed from 
his books that no less than 6,000 places l:ad 
been inspected by the County Commission­ 
ers during the year. This work has cos* 
$5,976. M any of these places Lad been re­ 
visited during the year. A great num ber 
were sm all places in this city. All these 
places were not infected. 
It is hard to get 
the people in the city who have a few 
orange trees for ornam ent to clean them . 
In the country it is easier, where the trees 
are cultivated for profit. Iiu t even there it 
is often hard. The place where it started, 
al ¡san Gabriel, was a difficult one to clean 
up. Tlx: owner resisted, appealed to his 
lawyer, and tried in every way to retard it. 
T he Commissioners gave hiiu notice th at 
If he did not move on the bugs by high 
noon next day, they would take charge of 
his place and do ibe work at his expense. 
H e w ent right to work and cut down every 
tree and burnt it up. 
Many other places 
in San Gabriel were cleaned up. 
There 
are some places in th at valley "where it is 
still found, bul the orchardists are getting 
a t work w ith great vigor to root them out. 
Every hope is entertained that it will be 
eradicated in that splendid valley. 
In I’nsadena there were, ¡1 year ago, th ir­ 
teen places where the scale was found. 
Xo 
tw o of them were uearer than one-quarter 
o f a m ile to each other. There are now 
only four orchards where it is found, and 
these will soon be cleaned. 
in the Verdugo country two places were 
found infested, and these were at once 
cleaned and the spread of the bugs stopped 
in th at settlem ent. 
These places were 
alive w ith the cottony cushion. Above 
there, in the Cre-ontu Canada, there was 
found one tree, just planted, which was 
alive with bugs. 
It belonged to General 
Shields, and this gentleman covered the 
tree with straw and burned up bugs and 
tree. 
At La Ballona a few trees were effected. 
They were radically treated and the plague 
stayed. At Downey City the pest was 
found. The Inspector came, saw and con­ 
quered, as Cffisar did. 
Near A naheim one 
tree was found, and it was prom ptly 
cleaned and that place saved. 
At Syca­ 
more Grove, in the Arroyo Seco, some trees 
were covered. Mr. ltioe took hold of the 
m atter in person. 
The owner told him to 
go ahead and do as ho pleased. The ener­ 
getic Commissioner went to work with a 
five-gallon can of 150° test kerosene and a 
spray pum p. T he bugs died. 
There are 
no more of them in the Arroyo Seco. 
In 
the city there is great difficulty to get the 
tructs cleaned up near the center, where 
ilie owners are expected to sub-divide the 
land for residence purposes. 
In one orchard near the covered bridge 
th e Inspector found tho trees clean, but 
the intelligent proprietor was propping up 
the overburdened limbs w ith poles just 
brought from one of the worst orchards in 
the city. The Inspector called attention to 
the verm in on the poles, but it was hard to 
prevent the m an from poisoning his own 
trees. 
PKAC1I CULTURE. 
The Michigan Horticulturist gives the fol­ 
lowing os the conditions of failure in peach 
growing, concisely stated : 
1. A wet soil, or one that from any cause 
holds water around the roots of the tree; 
w hether the land is situated high or low. 
2. Excessive fertility, while the trees are 
young, w hether it lie secured in the natural 
conditions of the soil or by the iugeuuity 
of man, 
3. Severe cutting hack of the young 
grow th each year, thus dwarfing the tree 
and robbing it o f m uch natural vitality. 
4. Allowing the trees to overbear and 
thus exhaust their vitality by 11 single crop 
o f fruit. 
5. By dcticient and improper cultivation. 
U11 the other hand, the conditions of suc­ 
cess in peach growing are : 
1. 
An elevated location that is not sub­ 
ject to late frosts in the spring or early 
frosts in tiie fail. 
9. A warm and moderalely fertile soil 
that is well drained by nature. 
Artitieial 
m ay prove successful, but its utility lias 
not yet been fully dem onstrated in this 
region. 
:j. Thorough cultivation w ithout m anure 
until the trees conic into bearing, then 
combine the two so us to supply all the de­ 
pletion produced in the soil by the growth 
of trees and fruit. 
4. Never iet a tree overbear. 
5. Continue cultivation until the close of 
tlie dry season every sum m er, even if it 
continues until September. 
Some of the conditions being different in 
California, the same rules would not wholly 
apply, but most of the above is worthy of 
careful consideration and adoption. 


W ITHOUT IRRIG A TIO N . 
During a trip down the valley the li 1st of 
the week, we called at the ranch of \V. F. 
Ksies, and there saw w hat some of the land 
in this valley will produce w ithout irriga­ 
tion, even in a dry season.

Mr. Estes has no means whatever of ¡«¡ga­ 
ting. hut accounts for the productiveness of 
th e soil on the ground that water is close to 
th e surface, and that there is therefore 11 
constant moisture. H e informed us th at in 
digging two wells on his place he, in both 
instances, got a good supply of water at a 
depth of about six feet, 
tin the ranch of 
S. G. Bees, which adjoins that of Mr. Estes, 
there are about thirty acres of grain which, 
it is estimated, will yield twenty-live or 
thirty bushels to the aero this season. T his 
also lias been raised w ithout irrigation, and 
it is doubtless ab etter yield than will be 
obtained 011 some ranches where water is 
m ore abundant.—ModocIndrjtcndmt. 


TO PR EV EN T HOUSES FROM JU M PIN G . 
Perhaps no single habit o f an afiiraal 
gives rise to greater annoyance, or is the 
cause of more damage 011 the farm, than 
this trick of jum ping fences, in consequence 
of which the horses have to be kept in She 
•stab;e and loses the benefit of pasturing. 
"When we consider the ease with which 
this vice ism be prevented, and the advan­ 
tage to both horse and owner, it seems 
strange that the following sim ple device is 
not more generally utilized. 
A sursingle 
is placed around the body of the horse, 
with a ring directly under him . 
A strap is 
then fastened around each foreleg below 
the knee close to the ankle, and a short 
strap or rope fastened in the strap around 
the oil foreleg, passed through the ring in 
the stirsiogle, drawn moderately tight and 
fastened to the strap around the nigh fore­ 
foot. W hen this is on, the horse can move 
only one leg a; a time, yet lio can walk, lie 
down or get up, but he cannot put both 
legs forward at once, consequently he is 
unable to run or jum p.— Otear 1!. Gleason.

Every little while it is discovered that the 
water supply of some place—previously 
supposed to be pure and perfectly whole­ 
some—is contam inated by sewage or other 
filth. 
Few persons have any conception of 
the extent to which pollution in water ex­ 
ists. 
It may be said to be the rule, rather 
than the exception, in all thickly populated 
rural sections, and even in towns which 
have a public w ater supply. 
In Massachu­ 
setts alone. ?!93,un0 cases oí typhoid fever, 
with 40,000 deaths, have been traced to 
specific contam ination of drinking-w ater. 
The poison of typhoid has been carried 
twenty-five miles by a river, and com m u­ 
nicated to forty patients in one institu­ 
tion, through 
drinking of 
the water. 
The m arked increase in renal diseases, 
which have become almost epidemic, as 
it were, in all sections of the country, 
am ong persons of all conditions and of 
both sexes, is ascribed by physicians of 
experience, in a great measure to the sedi­ 
m ent contained in drinking-w ater, which 
the kidneys, the filters of the body, cannot 
elim inate from the system. 
Hence the 
elogging and consequent degeneration of 
those organs. 
In the last annual report of 
the New York State Board of H ealth occurs 
the following im portant statem ent: ‘ It is 
a thing of common experience, that water 
highly contam inated, even w ith excre­ 
m ental m atter, m ay be drunk for a long 
tim e with apparent im punity, by m any 
people; but that at some unexpected m o­ 
m ent, either from an as vet unknown 
change in the ferm enta ion process, or as 
is often probable, from the introduction of 
an almost inappreciable quantity of specific 
infective excreta, an outbreak of typhoid 
m ay devastate the com m unity thus sup­ 
plied.' 
The 
distinguished 
sanitarian, 
Simon, tells us th at the effect of im pure 
water is not always sudden, violent or gen­ 
eral. 
On the contrary, its results are more 
usually so gradual as to elude ordinary ob­ 
servation : hut they are none the les3 on 
that account.”

INSTRUCTION IN THE VITICULT­ 


URA L LABORATORY. 


S u g g e stio n s b y P ro f. H ilg a ril J u s t Is ­ 
su e d fro m th e U n iv e rsity E x p e ri­ 
m e n ta l S ta tio n In B u lle tin 57. 


The vintage work in the V iticultura! 
Laboratory of the University will be re­ 
sumed during the first week of September 
next, substantially on the plan pursued 
during previous years, but w ith facilities 
greatly enlarged and improved. The gen­ 
eral features of this work are outliued in 
the Legislative Act of issi i, which is here 
given for the inform ation of persons inter­ 
ested : 
“ An Act for the Prom otion of the Yiti- 
cultural Interests of the State. 
(Approved 
April 15, 18S0. Statutes of California, 1380, 
page Oik) 
“ Section S. And for the further prom o­ 
tion of vitieultural interests, it shall be the 
duty of the Board of Itegents of the Uni­ 
versity of California to provide for special 
instruction to be given by the Agricultural 
D epartm ent of the University, 111 the arts 
and sciences pertaining to viticulture, the 
theory and practice of fermentation, distil- 
ation and rectification, and the m anage­ 
m ent of cellars, to be illustrated by practical 
experiments with appropriate apparatus; 
also, to direct the Professor of Agriculture, 
or his assistant to m ake personal exam ina­ 
tion and reports upon the different sections 
oí the State adapted to viticulture; to ex­ 
am ine and report upon the woods of the 
State procurable for cooperage, and the best 
methods of treating the sam e: and to m ake 
analysis ofsoils, wines, brandies and grapes, 
at the proper request of citizens of the 
State; also, to prepare comprehensive an­ 
alyses of the various wines and spirits 
produced from grapes, showing their alco­ 
holic strength and other properties, and 
especially any deleterious adulterations 
that may be discovered. The Regents shall 
also cause to be prepared, printed and dis­ 
tributed to the public, quarterly reports of 
the professor in charge of this work, relat­ 
ing to experim ents undertaken, scientific 
discoveries, the progress and treatm ent of 
the phylloxera and other diseases of the 
vine, and such other useful inform ation as 
m ay be given for the better instruction of 
viticulturists.” 
Under the provisions of this Act work 
has been carried 011 at the University 
since its passage, so far as the funds avail­ 
able for the purpose perm itted. 
Hereto­ 
fore the laboratory and other working 
appliances and accommodations have been 
so lim ited that the vintage work has been 
severely cram ped and under great disad­ 
vantages, especially as to the very small 
scale upon which everything had to be 
done. 
By the aid of the legislative appro­ 
priation made in 1SS5, which only became 
available during the present year, not only 
has the laboratory been so enlarged as to 
afford room for a num ber of special stu­ 
dents, but the cellar room required for 
practical work has been tripled by the ad­ 
dition of two basement rooms and a sub­ 
cellar, 25 by 46 feet, substantially built of 
brick laid in cement, w ith concrete floor, 
well drained—giving full control of tem ­ 
perature in the ferm entation and after­ 
treatm ent of wines. The larger scale and 
am pler means w ith which the experi­ 
m ental and illustrative work can now be 
carried on will render the m ethods and 
results more directly applicable to the work 
of wineries. 


COURSE OF INSTRUCTION IN V ITICU LTU RE ANI) 
V IN IFIC A T IO N . 
Students taking this course, which may 
be extended until Christmas recess, will, 
during the vintage season, occupy the 
greater part of their time in actual work in 
the vitieultural laboratory, under the di­ 
rect instruction of Assistants Jaffa and 
Colby. In addition, front two to four lec­ 
tures on the principles and practice of vini­ 
fication and wine analysis will be given 
them by l ’rofessor H ilgard. 
It is very desirable that students taking 
this course should have some general 
knowledge, at least, of chem istry 
and 
phvsics ; and some prelim inary experience 
i n ‘winery practice will be very advanta­ 
geous. 
’ Applications for ibis course should be 
addressed as soon as possible to l ’rofessor 
Hilgard. at Berkeley, in order that the 
proper laboratory arrangem ents may be 
made before the brunt of the vintage comes. 
The lecture course will begin at the open­ 
ing of the University session, September 
I7th, but, according to the season, the lab­ 
oratory work m ay begin sooner, and stu­ 
dents applying will be prom ptly notified of 
the fact. 
Instruction is gratuitous, but a 
charge, varying, according to actual break­ 
age of apparatus and useof chemicals, from 
a m inim um of one dollar per m onth up­ 
ward, is tuade to laboratory students. 


SUGGESTION TO SENDERS OF ORAPF.S. 
Grape-growers and wine-makers are in­ 
vited to send sam ple lots of grapes for 
analvsis and experim ental wine-making. 
As a rule, each grape variety will lie made 
into wine separately; the analysis of the 
m ust is made on the day of crushing, and 
will, if so desired, be at once comm unica­ 
ted to the sender. T hat of the wine must, 
of course, be delayed until the latter has 
acquired a reasonable degree of m aturity, 
aiter several rackings. 
But reports o’n 
special points that may be ascertained 
sooner wiil ba sent if desired. 
Experim ental blends will also be made 
either in accordance with the request of 
growers, or such as exam ination or previous 
experience m ay seem to render desirable. 
Ready made wines or brandies of which 
the analysis or other exam ination is de­ 
sired will receive attention in the order of 
their receipt at Berkeley. 
Ail work is, of course, done gratuitously, 
transportation charges 
being ordinarily 
paid by the sender. 
It is hardly necessary 
to say that, other things being'equal, the 
larger the quantity of grapes worked the 
more certainly and nearly will the result 
correspond to that which m ay he expected 
on the large scale. 
In the case of rare 
grapes a few pounds, carefully treated, 
m ay he made to give fair results; hut it is 
very desirable that the am ount sent for ex­ 
perimental working should in 110 case be 
less than that which will yield five gal­ 
lons of finished wine—say (considering the 
losses consequent 
front 
transportation, 
am ounts required for analysis, frequent 
racking, etc.) 100 pounds; but twice that 
am ount is preferable, and of some of the 
more im portant varieties, 20-gallon lots 
will he made this season. 
W ine grapes, being usually very juicy 
and of delicate texture, slionld be packed 
with especial tare in sm all shallow boxes 
holding not exceeding twenty pounds each, 
and preferably in layers with grape leaves 
between. 
In 110 ease should packing paper 
be used, as it causes a rapid production of 
mold, spoiling both the grapes and the ex­ 
perim ent. I’ersons not having proper boxes 
may have them sent to them by express 
from the laboratory by giving tim ely no­ 
tice. Send prom ptly advice of shipm ent, 
w hether by express or freight.

I n c r e a s e o f th e A n g lo -S a x o n R a c e . 
The Latin races—that is, France, Italy 
and Spain—have ceased to be, whatever 
any of them may be destined yet to become 
again, the m ighty factors ¡11 the world's 
progress which of old they were. They 
m inister exquisitely to thecom fort, the lux­ 
ury, the culture and the picturcsqueness of 
life ; but the aptitude for foreign commerce 
which they show is comparatively slight, 
and in the colonizing business of'lium an- 
ity they only play a subordinate part. 
Moreover, their population, when com­ 
pared with the population of the Anglo- 
Saxon and the Teutonic races, is dim inish­ 
ing. Thus, in a period of a little less than 
one hundred years, front 17?? to 1885, the 
aggregate population of France, Spain and 
Italy li3ve only increased from 51,000,000 
to 82.500,009. On the oilier hand, the pop­ 
ulations of Germany and England during 
this period have each trebled. Germany, 
in 1788, had a population of about 15,000,­ 
0000; in 1885 it had increased to 45,000,000. 
Great Britain, in the same way. had in 1788 
a population of 12,000,000; in 18.85 the fig­ 
ure is 36,000.090. 
Another country largely, 
but not exclusively populated by the A n­ 
glo-Saxon race (America), has in less than 
a hundred years increased nearly thirteen 
times—that is, from less than 4^000 000 in 
1790 to nearly 60.000.000 in 1835. Finally, 
it m ust not he forgotten that Canada, Aus­ 
tralia, Sou'll Africa, as well as other Brit­ 
ish dt pendencies, collectively contain a 
population of some IOJ1OO.OÓO, chiefly of 
Anglo-Saxons, and there is every reason to 
believe tbat tbe developm ent and increase 
of this population will be rapid.—Fort­ 
nightly Review.

After this m ixture has been properly dis­ 
solved. tbe necessary quantity of lam p­ 
black is added, the whole thing being con­ 
stantly stirred. Should the latter not be 
satisfactory, more shellac is added.

A new wrinkle in Spiritualism was intro­ 
duced at the m eeting of a private circle of 
South Side Spiritualists to-night. This par­ 
ticular circle holds meetings regularly once 
a week during the winter, and at irregular 
intervals during the sum m er.

ing, 
table-rapping, 
planchette-w riting, 
palm istry, music seances in the dark, or 
one or other of th e many freaks incidental 
to spiritualistic faith. 
There had been 110 meeting held for over 
live weeks until Thursday evening last, the 
leader of the circle being away in the Pine 
m ountains. She had invented the new 
m achine w hile she was away. 
•• I have named it the ‘ Dancing Derby,’ ” 
she began, as soon as the door was locked 
and the windows padded; “ it is quite sim ­ 
ple and easy to work, and is no end of fun. 
A nyone with a little m edium istic power 
can manage it, and it hardly ever fails. 
It 
is based on the common principle of spirit 
manifestations, through an anim ate body, 
bv the aid of a m edium ’s touch, and is 
m uch superior to the planchette or the table 
as a means of com m unication. Now, 
1 want a hat—one w ithout lining pre­ 
ferred.’’ 
Then Mrs. Brown—that isn't her name, 
hut it will do—produced a wooden alpha­ 
bet sim ilar to those used in infant kinder­ 
garten classes, each wooden letter being 
about two inches square. 
Then she pro­ 
duced four little sticks, each about four 
inches long and as thick as a common lead 
pencil, and then four long, thin nails like 
corkcr-pins, with little brass heads. The 
h a t b e i n g procured, she fastened the little 
sticks to the brim, two in front and two be­ 
hind. the long [lins stuck through the brim 
of the bat and running half-way through 
the sticks being sufficient to keep the latter 
firmly in place. T he hat, when finished, 
rested squarely on four legs, ju st like a 
four-legged stool. A rose was stuck under 
th e hat-band in front to indicate the front 
from the rear. 
Then 
the twentv-six 
wooden letters were arranged in a circle on 
the table, and the “ Dancing Derby ” set on 
its feet in their midst. 
Four of the nine people in the circle were 
gifted with th at inexplicable power of 
t inch known as mediumislic, but none ot 
them ever used the power fur m oney-m ak­ 
ing purposes or in a professional capacity. 
The genera! opinion of the circle is not 
favorable to professional m ediums, and 
m ight be sum m ed up by saying that the 
work of the latter is about three parts 
spiritualism to ninety-seven parts fraud. 
Mrs. Brown, who was one of the four 
referred to, began by placing the tips of her 
lingers 011 the crown of the hat, the other 
three m edium s doing the same. In less 
than a m inute the hat began to squirm and 
stagger, and in another m inute it arose on 
its two fore-legs like a kicking steer, and 
raced in a drunken gallop clear arouud the 
table. 
. 
“ Are you ready for some conversation ? 
said Mrs. Brown, addressing the hat. Mr. 
Ilerbv gave a double buck, as though try­ 
ing to turn a somersault. This was ac­ 
cepted as an indication that he was quite 
ready—” charged," Mrs. Brown called it. 
Then the m edium s took their hands o f f - 
all except Mrs. Brown, who kept hei fore 
linger lightly resting 011 the brim as a wire 
of comm unication. 
In addition to the 
alphabet, already referred to, two slips of 
paper had been placed on the table, on one 
of which was written “ Yes,” and on tho 
other “ No.”

The hat gave a little jum p and 
alighted with its right fore foot on the 
word “ Yes." 
“ W hat is your nam e?” 
Mr. Derby hesitated a m om ent and then 
moved slowly around to the letter " M ,1 
which he tapped with liis off leg as before. 
Then he moved to the letter " 1" and 
tapped i t : then quickly to the letter " N ’ 
and gave it two taps, and was moving back 
toward the " I,” when Mrs. Brown said : 
“ Oh, 1 know. T hat's Minnie Jackson.” 
The hat stopped, turned apiroquet on its 
hind legs, and lit w ith its fore foot on the 
word “ Y es” as before. 
“ Minnie, how are you. m y dear ? 
said 
Mrs. Brown ; and “ How do you do, Miss 
Jackson?" said Mr. Mack, another of the 
m edium s; and "M innie, love, w ere de­ 
lighted to gee you I" exclaimed the third— 
though n e v er'a glint of M innie was to lie 
seen crept in the antics of the hat.

Sleep H abits o f C h ild re n . 
M any habits and customs, the deleterious 
effects of which are recognized, would be­ 
come things of tbe past if a practical and 
sim ple rem edy could be devised. I have 
never m et with any plainly written advi­ 
sory articles 011 the training of children in 
proper sleep habits, except as to time. 
A 
recent experience has led me to “ study 
uii” on the subject, in the most practical 
way, by asking questions of m bthers and 
nurses. My little patient, whose habits and 
conditions led to this investigation, is 10 
years old. A serious and chronic affection 
of the kidneys has resulted from excessive 
use of sweets, and consequently luck of ap­ 
petite lor, and assimilation of, nutritious 
food. She persistently sleeps prone on the 
back w ith the arm s flexed above her head. 
W atching results in seeing her turn on one 
side from eight to ten tim es every night, 
but, of course, a further result is dim in­ 
ished sleep, although it is not more restless 
than usual. 
W hether thehahit can be per­ 
m anently broken up is difficult to say. 
From her birth she exhibited a preference 
for that position, and had been indulged in 
it. with the inevitable results of catarrhal 
affections, dry throat, enervating, re.-Hess 
sleep and aggravation of the kidney diffi­ 
cult, as the spine was unduly heated by 
constant contact with the bed. 
From the hour of birth a babe should be 
laid down to sleep with great care ; never 
should it be perm itted to lie on the back 
while sleeping. After it begins to play, the 
restless limbs are beneficially exercised 
while lying so ; but so soon as sleep conies 
the little one should he gently lifted and 
placed on theside, w ith the head raised only 
sufficiently to insure the spine front any 
curvature, seeing that there are no folds 
in the clothing to torture the tender flesh, 
especial care being taken to lay the ear 
sm oothly back. 
Alternate the sides, or 
there will be an unnecessary unevenness of 
contour when the child is grown. 
Do not 
perm it the knees to be so flexed as to 
crowd the viscera. 
Lying on the stomach 
occasionally is not injurious if the arm s lie 
at the side and the face is free to the air. 
Frequently that proves to he a very restful 
position to a play-weary child. 
It is not a difficult m atter to teach a child 
to sleep with the m outh closed and w ith­ 
out snoring or “ gritting the teeth.” A lady 
of 35, who had habitually gritted her teeth 
from their first possession, was cured of the 
habit in a fortnight by persistent w aking at 
the first indication ot the sound. The habit 
lias not been resumed during the five years 
since passed. 
If m others could realize how m any peo­ 
ple suffer from bad sleep habits contracted 
in childhood, they would pay a little atten­ 
tion to their children at night-time, beyond 
the “ hustling off to bed, out of the way," 
and the “ keeping covered,” which is a sort 
of “ dim religious duty" kept sight of out of 
fear of the doctor's hill rather than of any 
other consideration.—Exchange.

The Captain says fliat from one to 
three gallons will run a vessel throngh 
most any gale till the sea gets regular.

“ W hile hove to in a westerly gále I tried 
the experiment of taking in the forward 
oil bag. and in less than ten m inutes the 
sea boarded us forward, and lifted the deck­ 
load and flooded the whole fore part of the 
ship, while, previously, and after putting 
the bag forward, we shipped no water.

down toward us turning over like the surf 
on tho beach, with the same noise attend­ 
ing breakers, but ju st as soon as they 
reached the nil all was hushed up ; we rose 
on the top of it all, while ahead ami astern 
of us it would go combing hv in perfect 
fury.”— Lewiston (Me.)

RECORD OF CRIME. 


STurders, L y n ch in g s an il C uieldes on tlio 
In c re a se. 
The New York Evening Telegram pu b ­ 
lished statistics of crim e during 1884 which 
showed a m arked and rapid increase in 
m urders, suicides and lynchings through­ 
out the country in a year. On an average 
there have been abont nine m urders and 
five suicides a day, w hile executions have 
only averaged about tw o per week, show­ 
ing that capital punishm ent befalls but 
one m urderer out nf every 33. 
Lynchings 
have averaged about four a week. 
In 1883 
there were, on an average, four m urders 
and two suicides a day, and two hangings 
and two lynchings 11 week. 
Since llie beginning of the year " 377 per­ 
sons have been m urdered, against 1 491 last 
year, 215 of them m ysteriously. 
Forty- 
eight children were killed by tin ir paren'?, 
83 wives were m urdered by their hu.-bands, 
and 12 husbands by their wives'. 
The re­ 
m aining “ fa m ily ja rs' included LS fratri­ 
cide.-, 9 patricides, 2 matricid* s «mi 2 sorei- 
rii ides. 
There were 29 double. 5 triple, 3 
quadruple and 2 quintuple m urders. Sixty- 
four ot the m urderers comm itted suicide.

How to T ell W h en a P erson I s D ead.— 
W hile we arc decidedly in favor of crem a­ 
tion, we do not adm it that the fear of being 
buried alive should be a reason to cause us 
to reject burial and to adopt cremation. 
There are two simple tests by which we can 
always convince ourselves w hether a person 
is really dead or not. 
One test is the same 
that has been crowned with a prize by the 
French Government, which had for years 
offered a large reward for the discovery of 
any method, always applicable, always re­ 
liable, and one tbut m ay be practiced by 
the most ignorant. 
The method of deter­ 
m ining actual death, which was considered 
by the French Government as being worthy 
of the reward, is the following : W hen tiie 
fingers of a person who is supposed to be 
dead are fully extended, but kept near to­ 
gether, and if placed in front of a candle 
light in a dark room, a peculiar bright red 
color, due to the capillary circulation, will 
be visible where the fingers touch each 
other, ii there is any life left. This test has 
thus far proved the most reliable. 
The 
other is based on the well-known fact that 
the muscles of a hum an being will never 
respond for a longer tim e to the strongest 
electrical current than for one hcur and a 
half after death ; while as long as life lasts, 
may its evidences be ever so little, the eon- 
traclility of the muscles, if not affected by 
some forms of paralysis (and in cases thus 
affected, when death seems to occur, it al­ 
ways is real), rem ains.- -Medical and Surgi­ 
cal Reporter.

The Creeks called butter—bouturos—“cow- 
cheese." The gooseberry is indigenous to 
Great B ritain. 
Apricots are indigenous to 
the plains of Arm enia. Pears were origin­ 
ally brought front the east by the Romans. 
Caper originally grew wild in Greece and 
northern Africa. The walnut is a native 
of Persia, the Caucasus and China. The 
clove is a native ot the Malacca Island, 
as also is the nutm eg. 
Vinegar is derived 
from two French words, rot uipre, “ sour 
wine.” 
Cherries were known in A da «3 
far hack as the seventeenth century. Garlic 
cante to ns first from Sicily and the shores 
of the 
M editerranean. 
Asparagus was 
originally a wild sea-coast plant, and is ¡1 
native ol Great Britain. Nectarine received 
its nam e from nectar, the principal drink 
of the gods. The tom ato is a native of 
South America, and it takes its nam e from 
a Portuguese word. Greengage is called 
after the Gage family, who first took it into 
England from a monastery in l'aris. Pars­ 
ley is said to have come fro.u Egypt, and 
mythology tells us it was used to adorn the 
head of Hercules. 
Apples were originally 
brought from the East by the Romans. 
The crab-apple is indigenous to Great Brit­ 
ain. 
W hen Jam es Buchanan was M inister 
he had eats of eut tt herm eticallysea'cJ sent 
to hint from this country. 
It is a curious 
fart that, while the names of all «¡nr ani­ 
mals are of Saxon origin. Norman names 
are given to tite flesh they yield. The 
onion was alm ost an object t f worship with 
the Egyptians two thousand years before 
the Christian < r.t. It first came from India. 
The cantaloupe is a native of A nteriea. and 
so called from the name of a place near 
Rome, where it was first cultivated in E u­ 
rope. Before the m iddle of theseventeentli 
century tea was not used in England, and 
was entirely unknow n to the Greeks and 
Romans. The word biscuit is Fre-nch for 
“ twice baked,” because originally that was 
the mode o f entirely depriving it of m oist­ 
ure to insure its keeping. Chives come to 
us from the Indies, and take their name 
from the Latin clavus or French ekim , 
both m eaning a nail, to which they have a 
resemblance. 
Lemons were used by the 
Rom ans to keep m oths from their gar­ 
ments, and in the tim e of Pliny they were 
considered an excellent prison. They are 
a native of Asia.— The Microcosm.

that of the bridge, he expects proportional 
greater notoriety. 
The bridge-jumper has 
fallen into the clutches of the law for at­ 
tempted suicide. 
He will probably secure 
his 
discharge, as the prosecution can 
scarcely establish a deliberate attempt to 
kill himself. 
No other law is known by 
which tills class of fools can lie reached, 
and legislative ingenuity must therefore 
supply the need. 
The world would he 
bettered by fatal results in all such cases 
as those mentioned were it not for the per­ 
nicious effect u[kjii the masses by these ex­ 
hibitions. 
The taste for blood is easily 
cultivated. 
There remains enough of the 
animal in man to make scenes of violent 
death trangely and viciously attractive to 
him ; witness the anxiety and nervous 
energy of men to he “ in at the death ” on 
the execution of criminals; witness the 
assembling of 20,000 people in Georgia to 
see a negro murderer hanged, and the crowd 
of L”>,000 men, women and children gath­ 
ered in Colorado the other day to watch 
the death struggles of a life-takeron the 
gallow s; witness the thousands that gather 
about 
prisons when 
executions 
take 
place, an 1 
linger 
for 
hours on the 
outside, 
utterly 
unable 
to 
catch 
a 
glimpse of the horrible scenes, content 
even to lie within the atmosphere of death. 
What effect can all these things have upon 
the youth of the land except to harden 
them morally, to blunt the sensibilities, to 
cultivate cruel dispositions, to cheapen the 
estimate of the mn.-f priceless of gift.-—hu­ 
man life, 
it is the duty of society to meet 
this evil and do all that can he done to 
crush it out. 
A ll these life-risking e x h i­ 
bitions ought to be prohibited, all specta­ 
cles of cruelly to animals should he forbid­ 
den, all executions should !>e had in abso­ 
lute privacy, and nut even the day nor the 
hour be given in advance to the public, 
nor should the gallows tree Ire in more than 
one place in a State, and that the most se­ 
cluded nook within State Prison walls. 
We would go so far as to make it coutempt 
of the law to publish sensational accounts 
of executions, only the cold record of ful­ 
fillment of the law in a bare couplet of 
lines being permitted. 
If the race is to 
grow better as it grows wiser men must do 
all that law-making and law-enforcing au­ 
thority can do to subordinate the cruel 
disposition and the love for the horrible. 
They must omit no means, even to the 
closer clipping of individual freedom, to 
conserve the softer sentiments and keep 
alive the regard for life, and abhorrence of 
human suffering. 


THE SOUTH POLE. 


The progress of man upon lines of . ivi’i- 
/r.tijn develops offenses, every now and 
t e i, for which society has provided no 
adequate punishment, and very frequently 
none at all. 
For instance there appeirs 
to be no means of preventing consummate 
fools from cultivating a morbid appetite 
in the public taste for the extra hazardous 
and horrible. 
Recently a cooper had him­ 
self sealed up in a barrel and made the 
passage of the Niagara whirlpool, with 
thousands of people on shore looking on 
in expectation of witnessing the sudden 
and liorriole death of the fellow. 
Rut he 
came through the trial unharmed, and the 
relish for the extreme sensational was un­ 
satisfied. 
Week before last two coopers 
made the trip in a cask ; last week a 
fourth man safely accomplished the transit 
with his head protruding from a cask. His 
was (he most venturesome, and he drew 
the largest crowd, because there was most 
likelihood of his brains being dashed out 
o:i the rocks. 
The very next day a fool- 
haixlv 
fellow attempted to swim the 
Niagara rapids. 
He was the most success­ 
ful of all. since lie satisfied the abnormal 
taste oí the spectators by getting himself 
killed, his mutilated !>udy being cast up 
by the current at the feet of the onlookers, 
(hi Sunday still another fool swam the 
rapids in a cork vest. 
Now comes the 
news that a mountebank named Cooke pro- 
| ’<es to stretch a huge ro[>e across the 
whirlpool rapids and make his trained 
horse 
walk 
it.

A ven’ interesting paper in the Popular 
Science Monthly for September awakens the 
inquiry that has probably engaged the 
minds of most readers, why has there been 
no extended exploration of the Antarctic 
Ocean? 
Nearly all expedition- to polar 
regions have been in the direction of the 
north. 
The Arctic Ocean, because it is 
land-locked, has been most inviting to ex­ 
plorers and scientists. 
For the reason that 
its open seas are small, comparatively, its 
straits long and narrow, and its border 
lands easy of access, it has afforded the 
explorer broader opportunity for northern 
research, and has invited him to more in 
teresting exploration than a great waste of 
water ever can. 
The Arctic explorer has 
to incite him to penetrate northernmost 
reaches the inquiry into the natural his­ 
tory of a frozen land; lie who explores the 
Antarctic Ocean must needs—so far as 
present discovery is concerned—confine 
himseif to a ship’s deck. 
It cannot be 
said that science kind exploration have 
fairly divided research in this matter of 
polar exposition. 
Turning to Mr. James’ article, however, 
to ascertain his views on the subject, we 
find that lie records expeditions to the 
Antarctic Ocean so few in number that 
they'can he counted on the fingers. 
His 
comprehensive view i» hut a grouping of 
well-known facts, really presenting noth­ 
ing new. 
It simply quickens the inquiry, 
why has there been such neglect of the 
Antarctic? it may be said, and with force, 
that too much of life and treasure has al­ 
ready been expended in polar research, 
and we are w illing to concede that very 
much of it has been reckless and very little 
has been compensating. 
In fact tiie 
- 


ord-U kion has taken more than one occa­ 
sion to protest against new ventures to the 
North Pole that have nothing more defin­ 
ite in view than the -ol; it ion of the ques­ 
tion of the supposed open polar sea. 
If 
we concede that it exists, or that a north­ 
west passage is open, we may well ask 
what of it, so far at least as the bepefit of 
such discovery may be to the world? 
Rut the spirit of exploration and ad­ 
venture is strong in man. 
It will always 
take form 
in 
frequent 
expeditions of 
grave risk. 
The desire to conquer every 
portion of the earth and unfold all its 
mysteries will ever inspire men to pene­ 
trate regions to which nature bars the 
way. 
There will be more ¡«dar expedi­ 
tions—they will increase 
in 
numl>er. 
W ith the advance constantly made in the 
art of ship building, in the construction of 
s.'ieutifie apparatus, and in devices for 
protecting life under the assaults of the 
elements, we may expect these expeditions 
to greatly multiply. 
The spirit of in­ 
quiry, therefore, naturally desires that 
Antarctic research shali engage some part 
of this rcsi.-tless human energy. 
llelow the Antarctic circle is a region 
equal to a sixth part of all the land of the 
eaith. 
Of all this vast region we know 
absolutely less than we do of the moon. 
All the discoveries by Smith, Howell, 
Palmer, BtUinghausen, Meddeil, Gheritk, 
Cook, Weddell, Biseoe, D’Urville 
and 
Ralleny. Wilkes. Ross and the Challenger 
expedition, practically reveal to us only 
this, that there is a vast collection and 
pack of icebergvunparalleled in bight and 
grandeur, between which have been caught 
glimpses of land, with occasional stretches 
of shore of considerable extent. 
That 
under the influence of the warm January 
sun there dashes tumultuously down these 
mountains of ice, cascades and torrential 
streams of water into the narrow chan­ 
nels between the lofty walls ol crystal, 
that churn the waters of the sea intosoeth- 
ing foam. 
The shore line of no Antarctic 
continent has been developed with such 
certainty as to engage the confidence of 
geographical science. 
There is land within the circle; there 
is upon .it quartz and decomposing rocks, 
vegetable life and remains of vegetation of 
long past ages. 
In 
the deep water» is 
animal life and its remains corresponding 
to similar tokens found in Arctic water-. 
Victoria Land, locked within the arms of 


the most gigantic ice-fields of the earth, 
was 
sighted 
by 
Ross in 1841, who 
supposed 
that 
lie 
had 
determined 
the 
existence 
of 
an 
Antarctic 
continent. To him it appeared to be a vol­ 
canic region, ri.-ing abruptly from the 
ocean, peak above peak, range above range, 
enveloped in eternal snows and glistening 
iu the sun with indescribable magnificence 
of effect. 
The shore line is one of abrupt 
walls and cliffs, sharp promintories, ab­ 
rupt capes and deep bays. 
Far to the in­ 
terior Ross saw a volcano, which he named 
Erebus, and which though clothed from 
foot to summit with snow and ice, gave 
forth vast columns of smoke, densely black, 
towering aI>ove a host of lesser craters with 
which the ¡ oaks are broken. 
Palmer land was found by Palmer and 
Alexander’s land by ISellinghauseu in 1821, 
hut these lie. upon the outer verge of the 
mystic region and in part without the 
Antarctic circle. 
Ten years later Ender- 
by’s and Graham’s lands were discovered, 
hut still upon the outer lines. 
W ilkes with the United States fleet in 
1842 found what he believed to be con­ 
tinuous land, though he could not demor.- 
-trate it, in longitude 160° E., latitude 61' 
S., and at the same time D’Urville, with 
the French expedition, sighted Adelie 
land, but failed, as did Wilkes, to prove a 
continental coast line. 
As many lines of 
islands were seen by all the explorers, and 
as no one of them has ever seen a coast 
line except l»y glimpses between the walls 
of ice, their conclusion that the land is 
continuous and that of a continent, rests 
on very doubtful premises. 
Since 1841 when Ross discovered the 
supposed continent, and which was the 
nearest approach to the south pole (lat. 
77°, 32' S., Ion. lt>7° E.) no discoveries 
within tiie Antarctic circle have 
been 
made or attempted worthy of special men­ 
tion. 
But that there will elapse another 
period of forty-five years, without explora­ 
tion of Antarctic seas and closer approach 
to t he south pole, is scarcely probable. 


"MORAL 
TEACHING 
IN 
SCHOOLS.” 
rUBLIC 


Can morals be taught distinctively from 
theology as represented by churches, creeds 
and faiths? is a question upon which a 
great arm of the Church takes the nega­ 
tive position emphatically. 
Mr. Youmans, 
in the Popular Science Monthly, does a 
service to his fellow men by discussing the 
question as one of science. 
He very posi­ 
tively concludes that if the position of the 
Catholic Church is sound, then the State 
should summarily abandon the subject. 
But this all turns upon what is to he do- 
lined as morals. 
Moral conduct has for 
its aim human happiness. 
It is the motive 
force for all human action, no matter what 
crude, false and vicious ideas of happiness 
may be entertained. 
But in regard to the 
question of moral teaching, only that defi­ 
nition can he given to happiness that l ‘ro- 
fessor Youmans adopts—“ Happiness can 
only he understood as the fullness and har­ 
mony of life, and the things, therefore, that 
tend to render life full and harmonious are 
the things that tend to happiness, and the 
things, consequently, that morality as a 
science should teach.” 
Certainly man, on his practical side, 
does recognize the science of morals as a 
standard of human conduct for the attain­ 
ment of happiness, distinct from the moral 
codes that are based wholly upon religious 
beliefs, though they may inculcate the 
same general truths. 
This is recognition 
of the inseparable relation of the individ­ 
ual to social organism. 
As Professor You­ 
mans puts i t : “ The harmony of individ­ 
ual life is consequently, in the main, a 
matter of adjustment to social environ­ 
ment.” 
Social contact, then, discloses to 
us the necessities of action to the produc­ 
tion of results that contribute to happi­ 
ness. 
Social attrition, we may well say, is 
the stimulant and developer of the natu­ 
ral faculties. 
The code of right conduct 
to he observed in 
this attrition is a 
moral code, the aim of which is to enlarge 
tiie capacity to enjoy and the ability to 
attain “ the fullness and harmony of life.” 
Such a code has for all time had existence 
independent of spiritual teaching, and so 
long as social forces operate to control and 
mold men it will exist. 
The highest form 
of tin’s code may therefore lie taught in 
the schools as a science wholly indepen­ 
dent of any relation to beliefs as to spir­ 
itual conditions and states. 
The rule 
defining our duty to society and to all and 
each of its members is the result of the 
teaching of experience in the pursuit of 
the greatest happiness and the broadest 
personal liberty. 
But while led into these reflections l>v 
the premises of the essayist, we cannot 
conceive of any more forcible and impreg­ 
nable statement of the question than in 
his conclusion that school teachers can 
“ expound the law of human life and well­ 
being to their pupils,” without the siiper- 
vision of priest or preacher. 
H e says : 
Let tlicm show them what they arc and what 
they are adapted for, and how each kind ana 
grade 
of 
happiness—physical, 
intellectual, 
moral, personal, domestic, social—attainable by 
hum an beings, depends on the wise and patient 
exercise of specific faculties and powers, on the 
steady pursuit of specific courses of action. Let 
him appeal less than lias hitherto beeu done to 
the coarse and often hurtful stimulus of indi­ 
vidual ambition, and more to the sense ol com­ 
radeship and mutual good-will which is never 
wholly lacking in children.

Far, Ihciefore, from the teaching of morals: in 
this sense being unsuited to the public schools, 
it is precisely this that they should most earn­ 
estly concern themselves with. 
The system of 
•St ite education is upheld on the ground that 
the stability ofthe State depends on the charac­ 
ter ol its citizens, and that this in turn depends 
on education. * * * A prime Inference to be 
drawn from it is that whatever bears directly on 
character and conduct should take precedence, 
in State education, of what only bears indirectly 
thereon. And we hold not only that morals can 
tie taught apart from theology, hut that the less 
moral teaching is complicated with theology- 
provided only it is delivered with conviction— 
the better effects it will produce. 
We want to 
know the reactions that different courses of con­ 
duct produce in this world, not to speculate as 
to the reactions they may produce iu a world of 
wholly different constitution.

Colonel Higginson, in all his years of 
literary criticism, never penned a more 
concise and telling'lin e than when lie 
recently wrote that “ an editor would a 
thousand times rather publish a satisfacto­ 
ry article by his bitterest enemy, than an 
unsatisfactory and weak one by his best 
friend.” 
The newspaper world is the one 
market, of all others, where favoritism is 
impossible. 
The 
reading public want 
good intellectual food, and the editor who 
prints the contributions of writers to 
oblige them, rather than the public, will 
certainly take punishment. A great many 
writers are utterly unable to understand 
why their rejected productions are not as 
good as these that are accepted. 
It is 
natural that the ambitious writer should 
be blind to itis own defects, but no one at 
all able to write ought to be ignorant of the 
fact that the manager of a newspaper docs 
not publish matter so much to gratify 
him self as to satisfy the clientage whose 
indorsement and support the journal de­ 
sires. 
Writers whose communications are 
rejected almost invariably vote the editor 
wiio declines to use their MS. an enemy, 
prejudiced against them and Mind to their 
virtues. 
Bless their precious souls, they 
should learn that the editor who passes 
upon submitted matter rarely considers 
the personality of the writer. 
He applies 
tests to the submitted article that have 
relation only to its real value and availa­ 
bility. 
If anything personal 
possibly 
enters into his judgment it w ill rather 
incline it in favor of those whom he dis­ 
likes than to those who are his friends. 
He will, indeed, be more careful and 
painstaking in scrutinizing the text of his 
enemy to find excuse for its printing, for 
obvious reasons. 
The Chicago Current, 
speaking of this matter, warns contributors 
that they arc least likely to secure favor 
who laud their own productions, while the 
plea of need, and the appeal to the charity 
of the 
publisher, rarely, if ever, com­ 
mend manuscript. 
It must stand on its 
own bottom. 
There is absolutely no other 
rule to apply to it. 
Anything excusative 
accompanying it, any bolstering of the 
submitted 
matter, at 
the very outset 
obstructs the judgment of the reviewer. 
When matter is simply submitted without 
plea for it, or excuse, it must be examined 
on its merits, and free from the drag and 
hindrance that the appeal to publish for 
“ mercy’s ” sake always must be to the 
reviewer’s mind.

This in­ 
vestigation has altogether ruined the lark's 
reputation for early rising. That much 
celebrated bird is quite.'¿sluggard, as it does 
not rise till long after chaffinches, linnets 
and a number of hedgerow birds have been 
up and about for some time.

The ride from Saernmc-nto to Los Angeles 
was one without accident. The delegates 
and politicians on board the train had 
nearly all taken out accident policies, evi­ 
dently anticipating a storm y tim e at the 
State Convention. 
W e arrived at I.athrop 
at 7 r. m., and passed Merced, Fresno and 
other prosperous towns and farm ing com­ 
m unities alter night, and arrived at Cali­ 
ente shortly after daylight. The train con­ 
sisted of three Pullm an sleepers and four 
coaches, and they carried the delegations to 
the State Convention from Sacramento, 
Sutter, Y uba, El Dorado, Modoc and A m a­ 
dor counties. 
The first sleeper contained 
the delegates from Sacramento and a num ­ 
ber of their friends. This was a jolly party. 
They were well provided for, so far as re­ 
freshm ents were concerned, their stock of 
champagne, fruits and cigars being unlim ­ 
ited. 
There was fun when it came tim e to 
“ turn in," and ail the pranks usually 
played by boys in college were indulged 
in. 
Meii who wear ponderous brogans 
had them taken from their place beside 
their cot, and the foot covering of those 
who essay the part of a dude put in tiieir 
place. There was not much sleep to be ob­ 
tained in that car until near m orning. A t 
G o’clock they were ail up to take in the 
s e n try along the aster,t (of the Tehachipa 
m ountains, which commences at Caliente. 
This portion of the road for some thirty 
miles is a piece of most wonderful en­ 
gineering—the loop, as it is called, where 
the road swallows itself and come3 out on 
the othe oilier side, bright a3 a new dollar. 
ALMOST A TRACKLESS DESERT. 
The last tw o hundred miles of the rou e 
—in fact, from a few m iles south of Sum ­ 
ner to the town of Los Angeles—is one of 
the most worthless, desolate, dried-up, 
parched, dreary wastes of land to be en­ 
countered anywhere. W ith the exception 
of a little bottom land near New hall, and 
some few patches in the vicinity of San 
Fernando, it would appear to the stranger 
to he utterly worthless. 
Especially does 
this appear to be the ease to those who 
come from the northern and central por­ 
tions of the State, where no land is w orth­ 
less, where all is well watered, the foot­ 
hills and m ountains well timbered, and 
where the soil responds “ to the tickle of 
the hoc,’’ and producesbarn-baratingcrops. 
Am ong the delegates were farmers and 
grangers who never had visited the south­ 
ern portion ot the State, and who expected 
to see orange groves on every hand, instead 
of feeding their sight for miles and miles 
upon rugged hiljs and broad plains, treeless, 
unwatered, uninhabitable, 
their 
rocky, 
glazed form ation glistening in the sviii. 
The whole northern portion of Los Angeles 
county is of this description—or at least 
that portion of it traversed by the railroad. 
“ Tliis is the country,’’ a m em ber of the 
Legislature rem arked, “ that Haggin and 
Carr w ant to gobble up ;’’ and added, “ they 
can have all m y interest in it, and wel­ 
come." 
A LEGISLATIVE O ITXION. 
A nother m em ber of the Legislature, and 
a delegate to the Convention, sa id : 
“ A 
Greaser can live on a red pepper pod for 
six weeks, but it take 04,000 acres ot this 
land to support him .” 
A Kern county m an w ho had boarded 
the train at Mojave, said the critic was not 
aw are of the latent resources of the soil. 
All we w ant to m ake the desert “ blossom 
like the rose" is good society and plenty of 
water. 
A delegate from Amador here 
chipped in and said, “ T hat is all heii re­ 
quires to transform it into a paradise." 
The whole country is covered with rank 
growths of cactus, and the m an who pre­ 
tends to farm in this benighted section does 
not know the extent or value of his crop 
until he rounds up and brands bis horn 
toads, Gila monsters, lizards and tarantulas 
at the end of the year. They m ake some 
coin out of the artemisa, alkali sage and 
grease wood, from which is made a lotion 
for bald heads, and a tea for one-lunged 
Eastern settlers, which causes them to buy 
the land for the sky above it. Climate, and 
ciim ate alone, is all that can be purchased 
in this section. Ciimate is som ething that 
every locality has; but clim ate without 
either vegetation or water is a poor invest­ 
m ent at any price. 
THE. CITY OR ANGELS. 
One of the most interesting cities to-day 
in California, and one in a business point 
of view the most prosperous, is Los A n­ 
geles, the metropolis of the southern por­ 
tion of California. The holding of the Re­ 
publican State Convention here at th¡3 
tim e has tilled her hotcis, lodging-houses 
and private residences w ith people from 
all portions of the State from Del Norte to 
San Diego. 
The holding of the Conven­ 
tion so far south it was supposed would 
m ilitate against the Convention, and it wa3 
prophesied that m any counties in the 
northern and m iddle section would be u n ­ 
represented, except by 
proxies. 
This 
prophesy, however, was not well founded, 
for no State Convention in the history ot 
California iias ever been so well repre­ 
sented. 
Every county has its full repre­ 
sentation, and but few proxies are noted 
upon the roil-call. 
There are m any rea­ 
sons as-igned for this, but the chief one was 
to see the “City of A ngei3,'' the town about 
which so much has been said and written. 
LOS ANGELES IS A PRETTY CITY. 
She has alm ost doubled her population in 
the last two years, m any improvements 
have been made, and arc being made, of 
the nio-t substantial character. 
It is a city 
of wealth, and the im m igration from the 
East is a moneyed class seeking investm ent 
in California. They come to stay, they 
come to invest in real estate. Los Angeles 
has been advertised in the East, and once 
they land here, via the Southern route, 
they unloose their purse strings, and the 
property that best suits their view is pur­ 
chased regardless of its price, and without 
considering the profitableness of the in­ 
vestment. As a consequence, real estate of 
every kind advanced with surprising rapid­ 
ity. values went up all along the line, as 
did mir.es on the Comstock when the lxi- 
nanza was struck in California. City lots 
that sold for $8t)o wc-nt to $19.009. 
Farm s 
that were he'd at $10.000 went to $IOO.C<>0. 
Land heretofore 


considered barren and worthless 
Sympathized with tiie general advance,and 
sold readily in the m arket at prices which 
in the north would be considered “ fancy" 
for the best lands in the Sacram ento val­ 
ley, which arc capable of producing abun­ 
dant crops annually w ithout irrigation. As 
a natural consequence everyone here lias 
money. T he hotels are filled with people, 
everybody is full of business, and the town 
grows apace. 
" W hat has brought about 
this result?" is a question asked by every 
Northern visitor. 
“ W hy is it that values 
are so high and investm ents so much 
sought after in thi3 section ?" The answer 
is sim ply th is : The people of Los Angeles 
know the value of printer’s ink. They ad­ 
vertise. The East has been flooded with 
pam phlets descriptive of their extensive 
orange groves, and glowing accounts of 
their glorious climate. Agents were sent 
East to canvass this section—agents who 
were w ide-aw ake; agents who sought out 
and placed in the hands of proper persons 
inform ation regarding Los Angeles and its 
surroundings that to those people sounded 
like 
THE VERIEST TALES OF FICTION 
in order to satisfy their curiosity, to flee 
from rigorous winters, and to enter a far- 
off W estern country that to them was rep­ 
resented as a paradise in comparison with 
their ow n—thev came, they saw, and they 
were conquered. To them Los Angeles 
was in reality ail she was painted. 
Here 
was a country free from snow and ice, 
where winter was almost an unknow n 
quantity, where fruits the m ost delicious 
ripened throughout the year, where flowers 
were over in bloom, and the clim ate such 
as they never had enjoyed. 
Under such 
circumstances is it to be wondered at that 
they should invest, is it surprising at ail 
that they should write to their friends that 
they at last had found a country and a cli­ 
mate perfect in every respect. 
Is it to be 
wondered at their indorsem ent should be 
the means of 
CAUSING AN INCREASED IMMIGRATION 
Ot a wealthy class whose only object was 
to secure a home in such a country. This 
is the secret of the large influx of popula­ 
tion : this is the cause of such large invest­ 
ments, the result of which is the unequaled 
boom of 1.03 Angeles. 
W e of the centrai part of the State are 
paralyzed at the sights that greet us upon 
every" hand, when we consider the uadeni- 
able fact that there is no portion of the val 


rado, Amador and Calaveras but what is 
superior in every respect to th at of I.os 
Angeles. Our climate more perfect, health­ 
ful end enjoyable ; our fruits m ore diversi­ 
fied and of better q u a lity ; our rivers and 
stream s run w ith water the year round. 
Instead of valleys and plains of" arid deserts 
and no growtli except cactus, our fertile 
valleys teem w ith vegetable growths of 
every character, our foothills are covered 
with" magnificent growths of oak. w hile our 
m ountains of pine are capable of supplying 
THE LUMBER MART OF THE WORLD. 
The character of our soil is such that 
"it'io irri” ','on *s necessary, while in this 
section nothin*' can 1,6 grown w ithout it, 
.and the supply 0? ^'aU'r is very lim ited ; 
in fact, it is a rocky. pdrotlsC >il,sucn as will 
not hold water1. All the v.'fdW 
*‘!ls p o ­ 
tion could be carried in the Nu’ouia cajial, 
which is taken out of the AmericC'1 nver 
at Salmon Falls, and the canal would not 
be taxed much in carrying it either. 
TnC 
sections aie as unlike as two sections could 
well he. T he clim ate here is no better 
in any respect than that of northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
As a health resort, it cannot he 
compared to that of A uburn ; as a fruit- 
producing climate, it is not equal to that of 
Butte, where oranges o f better quality 
ripen two m onths earlier: as a business in­ 
vestment, it is not one-half as good as that 
in the vicinity of Sacramento. 
It is true, 
they raise oranges in this section in large 
nuantities. It is equally true th at the 
flowers of spring contain an abundance of 
saccharine m atter that furnishes 
STOCK FOR THE HONEY-MAKtNG PEE. 
Here, then, is about the lim it of their pro­ 
duction, for their grain fields cannot be 
compared with those of Slitter, Teham a or 
Yuba, while the vintage of their vineyards 
is nothing in comparison, a3 to quantity 
and quality to that of Napa. Placer, El 
Dorado. Yolo or Sacramento. The orange 
trees here have not the thrifty appearance 
of those of Newcastle or Oroville. 
W ith 113 
the orange crop has never been one whereby 
the orchardist expected to realize the most 
profit. A nd why not? is asked by the Los 
Angelesite. 
It is not because we cannot 
raise them of a better quality and at a 
reater profit, but because Bartlett pears, 
apricots, German prunes, table grapes, ber­ 
ries, and other varieties of fruit, m any of 
which for soil and clim atic icasons cannot 
be ra;sed in Los Angele-,. are more profit­ 
able. Take the farm of Senator Koutier, cr 
that of Postm aster Stephens, and compare 
TIIE VALUE OF THEIR FRUIT CROPS, 
A cie for acre, with the best orange groves 
in any part of southern California and 
note the result. The Inst nam ed, last sea­ 
son, shipped over 500 tons of the choicest 
fruits oil from a 90-acre farm. 80 acres only 
of which was cultivated. H is crop em ­ 
braced every variety of fruit, fhe m ost in ­ 
ferior of which was more profitable, quan­ 
tity and prices considered, than any orange 
grove of like extent in the State. 
If those 
two ranches were w ithin five miles oí Los 
Angeles, at the present ruling prices, they 
would be considered cheap at $1,000,000 
each. 
Los Angeles is an old town, one of the 
first settlem ents in the State. 
M any of 
the old adobes, which antidate the dis­ 
covery of gold in California, are still stand­ 
ing, objects ol interest to all visitors. 
Un­ 
like Sacramento, it is not laid out in 
squares with broad streets, but the iatter 
are 
CROOKED AND RUN IN EVERY DIRECTION- 
A long ranee of bills environs it upon 
the west, while the m ountains on the oast 
and north are not very distant, 
it has two 
principal 
business 
streets—M ain 
and 
Spring—upon which are located the ho­ 
tels, banks and principal houses. T he res­ 
idence portion of the city is well built up, 
but no avenue begins to compare with 
that of G, II. I or O street in Sacramento. 
It is predicted that a reaction m ust fol­ 
low this unnatural and fictitious boom in 
real estate. 
It has gone up like a rocket, 
and m ust come down sooner or later like 
a stick, and he who does not stand from 
under will get hurt. 
It m ay continue for 
another season, but sooner or later prices 
wili seek their actual cash value, accord­ 
ing to the rate ofinterest the investm ent wlil 
return, and then will come a tum ble and a 
crash. 
This is not a prophesy m ade by 
your correspondent upon liis knowledge 
or observation, but is based upon tbesound 
judgm ent of real estate and business men 
who live here and should 
KNOW WHEREOF THEY SPEAK. 
One of the latter rem arked that a $50.000 
farm which will not suppoit a sm all family 
upon its proceeds ¡3 not worth that am ount 
o f money, still at the ruling prices there 
are many such. 
The church edifices and school buildings 
are creditable to the city, as also the well 
kept and lighted streets. The police force 
is double that of Sacram ento; the officers 
dress in uniform and they are not hard to 
find. The town supports three excellent 
papers, and the hotels and restaurants are 
num erous and first cla.-s. The city has a 
well-equipped fire departm ent, but as yet 
no electric tire alarm system. 
In speaking 
of hotels one thing that strikes a Sacram en­ 
tan as being a little peculiar is the fact that 
each hotel has runners and busses at the 
depot soliciting passengers, but the latter 
are charged 25 cents a head, and extra for 
lor their baggagp, on arrival at the house. 
Among the inhabitants are quite a num ­ 
ber of Spanish people, and 
THE CASTILIAN SEÑORITAS, 
Many of whom are beautiful, are quite at­ 
tractive in the eyes of the Sacram ento dele­ 
gation. Each one of the latter proposes to 
buy a gnitar on his return to the Capital, 
and prepare him self so as to be able to 
make love to the dark-eyed beauties in 
true “ Spanish sty le" when lie again visits 
the “ City of the Angels.” 
i)r. I.atham is 
here taking lessons in im m igration items, 
so as to be able to boom northern and cen­ 
tral California in Los Angeles style. 
He 
has looked ail over the country, and says 
he would not give the San Juan grant for 
this whole section of country. H e says if 
the Los Angeles people ever perm it one of 
these one-lungcd im m igrants recently lo­ 
cated here to go to Sacramento, that will 
certainly settle the question. 
He will re­ 
main and write for loose here to come, and 
there will lie a perfect hegira for northern 
Cahforniu—“ God's 
co u n try ”—and they 
will sing, one-lunged, of course, 
“ Tuis Is the land I long have Bought. 
And a.earned hecau.-.e I found it not."

Tlie Geysers of Yellowstone. 
A Correspondent says : The geysers are 
the most remarkable manifestations of this 
region; but I shall not give nmcli spare 
time to them. Your readers all know what 
a geyser is. There is but one of the greater 
geysers that a visitor is sure of seeing in a 
limited sojourn. Old Faithful,which spouts 
every hour, hud is hardly surpassed in ef­ 
fectiveness by any of the others. The oth­ 
ers go at longer intervals —some of several 
days. One is pretty sure in two day»' time 
to see a nurnbei ot minor ones, as we did. 
We were fortunate enough to witness an 
eruption of the grand geyser also, which, 
in its breadth and power, is magnificent. 
The Castle we missed, much to oiir regret. 
If we had included that also it would nave 
left little to be desired. The landlord who 
lives in front of it told me : “ There is just 
one word to describe it—it is awful. It 
makes a noise that appals you, and it 
shakes the earth all about. We look for it 
with hope, but we are glad when it 
is 
over.” 
The 
craters 
built 
up 
around these gevscrs ure great curiosities 
in the form which the deposits have taken, 
and it is very interesting to visit them all. 
One of the chiefest, the Grand, covers no 
basin at all that would be observed; others, 
like the Castle aud the Grotto, are large 
and peculiar. The whole area within view 
of the hotel at this upper basin is covered 
with springs and geysers from v,hich the 
effect toward twilight is the best of all. I 
saw a curious combination of the practical 
on this majestic scene as I strolled through 
it alone on the Fourth of July. All at 
once I came upon a man and family wash­ 
ing for the hotel in one of these springs. 
He removed the heavy soil from the gar­ 
ments and then set them to boil in the 
spring. I took a handkerchief from my 
pocket, and it was cleansed, ironed and 
back there in five minutes’ time. This 
man told me a Chinaman had established 
himself at another spring some time since, 
but he put so much soap in the water that 
it created a small geyser, and John de­ 
camped hurriedly, thinking that he was in 
the infernal regions. W e tried the experi­ 
m ent later with a pound of soap, and it re­ 
sulted in throwing up the water with great 
violence five or six feet. 


family, ii has much the appearance of a 
j ear tree, and grows to the Light of forty 
feet; its leaves are evcrgeen, with which its 
clusters of pink flowers form a beautiful 
contrast. All parts of the tree are aro­ 
matic, on 1 the fiower-buds especially. A 
clove, when examined, shows a rounded 
head upon a short stalk ; having some re­ 
semblance to a nail, the French call it clou, 
their word for nail, from which is derived 
onr name—clove. If a clove is soaked in 
warm wuter, the rounded head can be 
opened, showing it to eousist of petals, one 
within another, beneuth which are the re­ 
mains of the stamens and styles, indicat­ 
ing that it is really a ii iwer-bud. If this 
rounded head be removed, the stem por­ 
tion will be seen to have four points, which 
are really the points of thecalyx, while the 
stem portion is the ovary, to which tiie 
calyx is adherent. The clove tree i : a na­ 
tive of the Moluccas or Spice islands. 
W hile the Portuguese 
held 
posses­ 
sion of these islands they placed great 
restrictions upon the culture of aud 
commerce in cloves. The Dutch drove out 
the Portuguese entire, and restricted tlic 
culture to Ambovna, causing the clove trees 
in all the other islands to be destroyed. 
In order to prevent the price from going 
too low. only a certain quantity of cloves 
was allowed to he exported, and a large 
share of the product of Ambovna was pub­ 
licly burned. This attempt to maintain a 
monopoly did not succeed. It only stimu­ 
lated tiie French, who by some means ob­ 
tained the clove tree and took it to the Isle 
of Bourbon, where it flourished, whence it 
was carried to the West Indies and to va­ 
rious other tropical countries, especially to 
Zanzibar, which is now one of the most 
important clave-producing countries. In 
Zanzibar, the harvest begins, in dry seasons, 
in October, and in wet seasons much ear­ 
lier. The unopened buds are picked by 
hand, though they are sometimes whipped 
from tiie trees by beating them witii bam­ 
boos. When fresh the cloves are pink and 
white, but when spread upon mats to dry 
they soon become blown. A tree yields 
from live to fifteen pounds. It requires 
five thousand cloves to make a pound. 
Tiie supply of this country is drawn mainly 
from the West Indies and from Zanzibar.— 
American Agriculturist. 
Paralysis in Fig«. 
Paralysis is one of the most common ail­ 
ments among pigs. The animal is unable 
to use the hind legs, and drags them along 
on the ground, moving only by the aid oí 
the fore legs. This is the only symptom of 
disease; the pig eats and seeiui free from 
pain, as it really is, because paralysis is a 
suspension of the nervous action, and, of 
course, the parts affected are without sensa­ 
tion. This disease is supposed tobe caused 
by the presence of worms in the kidneys, 
and in some cases it is undoubtedly due to 
this cause. But the kidney-worm is very 
rarely found in swine, and never without 
the presence of the eggs in the swine, in 
which they may be discovered by the use 
of a small microscope or a powerful mag­ 
nifying glass. This worm (Stcphanurus 
viéntalas) U from one to two inches long! 
and no thicker than a fine fish-line. It in­ 
habits the liver mostly, and the fat along 
the spine, as well as the kidneys, and has 
been found in almost every part of the 
animal. But unless theeggs can be found, 
some other cause is to he attributed to this 
trouble. Paralysis is a nervous disorder, 
due to indigestion and lack of nutrition. 
The .frequent use of sour food, or food 
even more seriously decomposed than 
lliis. and the want of fresh vegetable 
aliment, such as grass, clover or roots, are 
the prevailing causes of this condition. 
Another cause is the general gluttony .which 
is encouraged by over-feeding; even the. 
very young pigs, which nre permitted to 
gorge themselves with sour milk until 
sometimes they turn from the trough, give 
a sudden squeal and die instantly from 
suffocation, by the pressure of the distended 
stomach upon the lungs. The system be­ 
comes too plethoric or weakened by this 
over-feeding ; the brain is congested ; the 
spinal cord also is affected, and there is in­ 
flammation of the meninges, or covering 
membrane of the spine, or, perhaps, the 
brain as weil, with effusion of scum, and 
pressure, and the lumbar nerves which 
control both the digestive organs and the 
muscles of the loins and hind limbs are 
paralyzed. The remedy is to stop the 
cause. To reduce the feed or wholly sus­ 
pend it for a few days, giving only pure 
water to drink, or very thin, well-boiled 
gruel, with half a teaspoonful of sulphate 
of iron, and as much powdered Peruvian 
bark in each drink, given only once a day. 
Itest of the stomach and other digestive 
organs is the best cure, also simple tonics, 
to aid recovery. A mild blister, or mustard 
or turpentine, applied to the loins will be 
helpful, hut no remedy avails unless the 
cause is removed.—American Agriculturalist.

common fault is that of needlessly 
A 
criticising others. Almost every day wc 
see those whose infirmities tempt us to 
make light of them, whose singular looks 
or awkward habits or careless dress make 
tberu the ready objects of satire. There 
are faults peculiar to different classes of 
people; and this one of criticism, though 
occasionally committed by the ignorant aiid 
vulgar, is particularly the fault of people 
ol culture—at least of people of cultivated 
and refined tastes. They see the incongru­ 
ities as no others do, they are shocked at 
the improprieties, and take a satisfaction, 
and sometimes delight, in pointing them 
out, talking of them, and laughing over 
them . This makes up much of what is 
called the harmless gossip of society ; but 
it surely is not a very noble employment, 
and, if the reflections must arise in our 
minds, it were better that they should stay 
there. I think something of reverence 
ought to pass over us when we 
speak of any human being. Wo may 
seek to improve, to correct, to refine 
others, for this is all consistent with 
respect for them ; but I see not how we 
may make light of them, for this is the 
opposite of respect. And, surely, I need 
not speak of scandal and of the devilish­ 
ness of the delight which some people take 
in it.

I ought to 
add, would it not be a good habit not to 
believe them, to distrust those that bring 
them to our notice, and in every case de­ 
mand a justification for their doing so ? 
Gossip is the occupation of idle m inds; 
scaudal is the occupation of ungpnorous 
ones. Hate scandal and scandalmongers 
would, I think, he a good rule of private 
ethics. Spread the reports of goodness in 
the w orbl; and if we have no such reports, 
let us, in heaven's name, keep still. We 
shall at least do one good thing by doing 
this.— William M. Sailer. 


N ovel W ork for H allw ay Em ployes. 
Myles Maclnness, M. P.. who is a Di­ 
rector of the London and Northwestern 
Railway Company, addressed some .‘i.iXiO 
railway employes assembled recently at 
Exeter Hall on the occasion of the anni­ 
versary of the Railway Mission, and, in 
referring to the work of the Mission with 
regard to temperance, reminded railway 
employes of the special opportunities they 
had of helping forward the social purity 
movement. He said: “ We all can do 
something in the way of dealing with this 
evil. We each have our different oppor­ 
tunities. and you, as railway fiien, have 
your opportunities in a marked degree. 
Yon guards, tldnk what you may do. 
Think how easily, and how, by a little 
watchful care on your parr, some girl who 
is traveling alone in the train of which you 
have charge may be saved years of trouble. 
In such a ease, watch over her and protect 
her. From ti ne to time in the course of the 
journey see what companiois she has. 
See who has left and who has joined her, 
and by so doing you may render her a 
service' for which she will thank you to the 
end of time. You railway porters, who 
lead a busier life, think what you can do 
in this matter by a few kindly words and a 
little kindly advice to the girl who arrives 
forlorn and friendless at a station in a large 
town. Railway porters, who have girls of 
your own. think how you would like them 
to be watched and helped on their arriving, 
strange, unknown and unprotected, in a 
strange town I You young men who are 
not yet married, and to whom I cannot 
appeal in that respect, greet every girl you 
see in a railway carriage, and on every 
crowded and busy platform, as you would 
wish your own sister to be greeted it she 
were traveling alone from the old home she 
had left.” 
B alloons fop. W ar Purposes.—During 
the recent balloon voyage of Messrs. 
I/H oste and Mangot between Cherbourg 
and London, M. L’Hoste made somé inter­ 
esting experiments to determine the feasi­ 
bility of using balloons for war purposes. 
The aeronauts maneuvered while passing 
over ships, and threw down unloaded tor­ 
pedoes, which, if charged with dynamite, 
would have played sad havoc, for the aim 
was almost uniformly successful. The re­ 
sult seems to establish the importance of 
the balloon in future warfare. M. L’Hoste, 
in describing his voyage, informs the Bal­ 
loon Society that he claims only partial 
control of the movements of balloons by 
means of his patent steering apparatus, but 
he has demonstrated that by the use of the 
Flatteur apparatus he can maintain uny 
desired altitude above the water. This ap­ 
paratus consists of a contrivance which 
drags in the water, and is capable of being 
raised or lowered from the balloon.—If. T.

T he L o u isian a P u rc h a se . 
In the course o f his researches, w rites a 
W ashington correspondent to th e St. Louis 
Globe Democrat, C hief G eographer G annett, 
o f th e Geological B ureau, has u nearthed 
som e interesting facts n o t generally’ know n 
about th e region once described as th e T er­ 
rito ry of L ouisiana. 
A s early as th e beginning o f th e eig h ­ 
teenth century an official attem p t was m ade 
to change th e nam es o f several o f th e riv­ 
ers. 
In 1712 F ran ce m ade a g ran t to A n ­ 
toine de Crozat o f the exclusive rig h t to 
trade in th e territo ry . 
T h is g ran t m ade 
th e first and only statem ent of the general 
lim its of th e vast region. 
F rance at that 
tim e claim ed m uch m ore than is usually 
understood by th e T erritory oí L ouisiana. 
T h e g ran t re a d s : 
“A ll Hie territories bv us possessed, and 
bounded by New M exico and by those of 
th e E nglish in C arolina, all th e establish­ 
m ents, ports, harbors, rivers, and especially 
the port and harb o r of D auphin Island, 
form erly called M assacre Island, the R iver 
St. Louis, form erly called th e M ississippi, 
from th e seashore to th e Illinois, together 
w ith th e R iver St. P h ilip , form erly called 
th e M issouries river, and th e St. Jerom e, 
form erly called the W abash (now th e Ohio), 
w ith all th e countries, territories, lakes in ­ 
land, and th e rivers em ptying directly or 
indirectly in to th a t p art o f th e R iver St. 
L ouis.’? 
In tracing th e transfers of th e various 
portions o f th e W estern country u n til the 
present lim its o f th e U nited S tates w ere 
determ ined, M r. G annett finds th a t this 
G overnm ent cam e in to possession o f the 
region now divided into W ashington, O re­ 
gon an d Idaho through a pure gam e of 
bluff. 
It is certain, he says, th a t th e T erri­ 
tory of L ouisiana, as first an d subsequently 
defined, never included th a t section.

As a dentifrice salt an d w ater is 
very cleansing, and also h ardens th e gum s. 
It w ill also prevent th e h air from falling 
out. W hen broiling steak llirow a little salt 
011 coals and th e blaze from th e d ripping fat 
w ill not annoy. 
A little in starch boiled, 
or raw, w ill prevent the irons from stick­ 
ing. 
If th e irons are rough, p u t a little 
salt 011 a thick brow n paper, lay a piece of 
th in brow n m uslin over it and rub th e iron 
over it till perfectly sm ooth. 
In k stains 
are entirely rem oved by th e im m ediate ap ­ 
plication o f d ry salt before th e in k has 
dried. 
W hen th e salt becom es discolored 
by absorbing the in k . brush it oil and ap ­ 
ply m ore ; w et slightly. 
C ontinue this till 
th e ink is all rem oved. 
If new calicoes 
are allow ed to lie in strong salt w ater for 
an h o u r before th e first w ashing th e colors 
are less likely to fade. 
D am p salt w ill re­ 
m ove th e discoloration o f cups and saucers 
caused by tea and careless w ashing. 
A te a ­ 
spoonful o f salt in each kerosene lam p 
m akes th e oil give a m uch clearer, better 
lig h t.— Katherine Armstrong.

THE LIFE OF BUDDHA. 


S om ething C oncerning ilie W o rk , B elief 
and R esults of th is A ncient. 
Many tales have been gathered around 
the history of Gautama. 
It is told that 
iluring the period of his peaceful married 
j life, complaints were rife that he neglected 
j the m anly and warlike exercises in which 
a prince, who m ight some day be called on 
I to act as a General, should excel. T here­ 
upon Gautam a appointed a certain day, on 
which he proved to the discontented that 
he was a thorough master of athletics and 
exercises requiring skill. The direction 
which his m aturer longings took is ascribed 
to four visions: one of a decrepit old man, 
another of a sick m an, a third of a decay­ 
ing corpse, and the last of a calm and noble 
recluse. 
It m ight well be that his thought­ 
ful uiind, dwelling on the prospect of sick­ 
ness, old age and death, m ight come to re­ 
gard a life of reflection and contem plation 
as the highest attainable. 
Day by day the 
vision of a herm it’s cell grew more attrac­ 
tive, and he longed to break from the 
world and dedicate him self no wisdom. 
The arrival of a great joy finally enabled 
him to do so. A lter years of m arried life, 
his wife gave him an only child, a son, 
narued Kahula. 
Gautama was in a garden by the river­ 
side when this great event was announced 
to him : he only said, “ T his is a new and 
strong tie which 1 shall have to break.” 
Returning home, he met a crowd o f rejoic 
ing clansmen, and received their congratu­ 
lations. B ut his resolution was taken. 
That night he left all _tbat he loved on 
earth, and became a wanderer, a student, a 
Buddha, 
lie withdrew into the jungle, 
and during six years subjected him self to 
such self-denial and penance that while his 
body wasted away his fame grew high and 
wide. At length illness, induced by such 
severe self-discipline, compelled him to 
adopt a m ilder mode of life, whereupon 
the disciples who had gathered round him 
had lost their respect for him , and forsook 
him . The Buddhist legend describe at this 
point a conflict between “ the Savior of the 
the W orld and the Prince of Evil.” The 
conflict was not a purely spiritual one, 
like that between Jesus Christ and Satan, 
but a m aterial oue is related ; rivers flow­ 
ing backward, m ountains crumbling, the 
earth quaking. 
Alter this'confliet, in which Bhudda won 
the victory, he entirely altered his mode of 
life, no longer inflicting pains on his body, 
but seeking the loftiest happiness of his 
soul, 
lie returned to Benares, and sought 
out his former disciples, to whom he de­ 
clared he had discovered the way of salva­ 
tion. 
H e discoursed to them 
on 
the 
“ Middle Path ”—that is, m uch as we 
should say the “ Narrow W ay," or the path 
of righteousness, 
lie nam ed eight cardinal 
duties: 
1. R ight Belief. J. Right Liveli­ 
hood. 3. Right Speech. 
1. Right Actions. 
5. Right Means of Livelihood. 0. Right 
Endeavors. 
7. 
Right 
M indfulness, 
tk 
Right Meditation. 
From this tim e forward Gautam a quietly 
taught his new doctrines tothose who came 
voluntarily to inquire of him . The B rah­ 
man doctors and teachers were still opposed 
to him . 
Not one became at iirst, or at once, 
his disciple. 
His lirst convert was a young 
laym an named Vasa ; the next to join him 
were Yasa’s father, 
m other and wife. 
Five m onths after his “ conflict with 
the Evil One,” we find Gautam a send­ 
ing out his 
disciples 
to 
preach 
the 
new doctrines. Thus he established an 
order of mendicants, and him self begged 
from house to house, on one occasion 
through the town of which his father was 
Rajah. 
The old man expostulated, saying 
that he was descended front kings,'not 
from beggars; to which G antam a replied : 
“ My descent is from the Buddhas of old, 
who have always lived on aim s.” 
Then 
Suddhodana and his household showed the 
sage all honor, and his wife Yasodhara 
fell at his feet, embracing them . 
After­ 
wards she became the first of a female or. 
der of m endicants; Kahula, son o f Gau­ 
tam a and Yasodhara, joined his father’s 
order. 
During the next forty years Buddha 
travels, preaches and gathers in converts. 
W hile on one of his journeys, he was en­ 
tertained by a goldsmith of Para. who pre­ 
pared for him a meal of young pork and 
rice. This food poisoned him . 
H a re­ 
tired into a grove of trees, and awaited 
death. Through the night lie gave instruc­ 
tions to liis followers as to their future con­ 
duct; his last words were: “ W ork out 
your salvation w ith diligence.’’ 
Shortly 
after he became unconscious, and so passed 
away, aged about 70.— The (Quiver fu r Seji- 
tcmber.

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Tlie Bellgion of B uddlia. 
The reader ot the biography of the man 
who founded the great religion called Bud­ 
dhism , desires to know in what that religion 
consists. He left no writings, but liis teach­ 
ings, and the deductions drawn from his 
teachings have been in later tim es form u­ 
lated in books. 
Buddhism gives no expla­ 
nation of the beginnings of all things ; its 
starting-point is that the world and luen 
exist, and that everything is subject to 
change. 
Everything moves toward either 
destruction or renovation. 
N irvana—"per­ 
fection or salvation 
is the state towards 
whicii the righteous tend: for the theist 
there is the absorption of the individual in 
G od; for the atheist absorption is nothing. 
A hum an life is not a separate entity ; it is 
a portion, so to speak, of the universal life. 
The life that sinneth it shall die, says Bud- 
dism; it shall sink through low erand lower 
forms, uutil it reaches annihilation. The 
righteous life, rising ever upwards, at­ 
tains at length to Nirvana, aud is re­ 
absorbed 
in 
the 
Divine 
Essence. 
There is ever-increasing 
joy in ever- 
increasing wisdom, and after one life is 
ended there shall be another, ever ascend­ 
ing the scale of holiness, stretching up to 
beatilic and illim itable bights. T his was 
transmigration : not of souls—for Guatam a 
held that there is no such thing is soul— 
but of life; each individual, according to 
the good or bad use he makes of bis pres­ 
ent life, becomes afler death another indi­ 
vidual of higher or lower character. 
And 
yet, it is almost an error to say that Buddha 
taught absorption into God as the stage of 
existence beyond N irvana; for it docs not 
rmpear that Buddhism 
acknowledges a 
(Tod. 
Perfection can go no further ; it is 
the vanishing point of the hum an land­ 
scape. 
It certainly strikes us th at anni­ 
hilation is a poor reward for the strivings 
of m any consecutive lives after holiness— 
"That each, who seem- n separate whole, 
should move his rounds, and fusing all 
The skirts o f self, egain should fall 
Eeraerging in the general soul 
Is faith as vaguo as all unsweet.” 
The Personality of God anti the individ­ 
uality of ihe hum an soul, which arc among 
the dearest doctrines of Christianity, arc 
wanting in Buddhism .— The Quiver fo r Sep­ 
tember.

S leeping w ith th e H ead I.ow . 
Few persons, we suppose, sleep w ithout 
a pillow or a rest of some sort to elevate the 
head a little above the level of the body, 
and very few, if any, would think of habit­ 
ually going to rest with the feet raised 
higher than the head. Yet if we are to be­ 
lieve the writer of an article in Pfluger’s 
Archie, Nos. 7 and 8 ,1SS6, the latter is the 
only rational and proper position during 
sleep. 
Dr. M euli-Hilty is the advocate of 
this plan. 
He was engaged in studying the 
ohysiological effects of such a reversal of 
the normal position of the body, and found, 
among other results, that the circumference 
of the neck was increased nearly two inch­ 
es, by reason, chiefly, of a swelling of the 
thyroid gland. 
H e frequently fell asleep 
while in this position and occupied in his 
studies, and found that he always awoke 
earlier in the morning, felt greatly re­ 
freshed, and was capable of m uch better 
wisrk during the day than after a night's 
rest taken iu the usual way. 
He has now 
slept with his feet higher than his head for 
the past four years, and his experience 
leads him to commend the method most 
highly. H e says iu this way the brain re­ 
ceives a more plentiful blood-supply, and 
is consequently better nourished, while 
there ¡3 no danger of 60 much blood pass­ 
ing to th9 cerebral structure as to cause 
congestion. T he danger is obviated bv the 
enlargem ent of tbe thyroid gland, which 
holds back a certain portion of the blood 


in its dilated vessels, and w hich also acts 
as a regulator ol th e cerebral circulation by 
exerting pressure upon th e carotids, and 
th u s d im in ish in g th eir caliber. 
A nother 
advantage w hich Dr. M euli-H ilty claim s 
for his m ethod is th a t it is prophylactic 
against pulm onary phthisis. 
T h e apices of 
th e lungs being dependent, receive a m ore 
plentiful blood-supply, an d are th u s ren ­ 
dered stronger and less liable to becom e 
th e p o in t o f origin of tubercular disease. 
T h e w riter's assertions m ay be correct, and 
h is mc-thod m ay, as he claim s, be th e only 
rational one, but it is likely to be a long 
tim e before he can induce m an k in d to re­ 
gard pillow s as a useless and harm ful part 
o f th e bed fu rn itu re.— Medical Record.

It is w ell kn o w n th at fru it spoils 
m ore iu a day w hen closely piacked to­ 
gether th an it w ould in a week w hen not in 
contact and sm othered. 
T he sh ip m en t of 
fru it by th is process is a dem onstrated suc­ 
cess. 
R ipe fru it in tran sit a week or ten 
days, is p u t upon th e m ark et sound and 
perfect. 
T his is an im m easurable im prove­ 
m ent upon th e old m ethod w hich requires 
th a t th e fruit be picked tw o w eeks before 
ripe to insure safe shipm ent. 
F ru it th u s 
m arketed cannot be a n y th in g b u t inferior 
in quality. 
T lie W estern R ipe F ru it Car­ 
riers prom ise to give E astern people a ta s te 
o f C alifornia fru it in th e p u rity o f its n a tu ­ 
rally m atured sw eetness. 
T his enterprise 
is oue th at seem s feasible and ought to suc­ 
ceed. 
T he fruit-grow ers of tiie b tate have 
as m uch a t stake as th e stockholders th em ­ 
selves.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


KEVi TURN OF AFFAIRS IN THE 
WILSON ESTATE CASE. 


T he G u ardian o f th e M in o r BeD-^fi. 
cia r ies R esto red to H is OflS oc 
o f E xecu tor. 


The following opinion an(] decision by 
Judge Van Fleet in ‘cne Jane W ilson estate 
restores the execulor, W . C. W ilson, to his 
office, front Which he was removed by 
Judge Arm strong. 
The opinion recites 
very fully the grounds upon which the re­ 
moval was made. T he property consists 
of bank stock, money and U. S. bonds, of 
the value of about $10,000, which was de­ 
posited in the Bank of W oodland. 
Upon 
the removal of W ilson, the property was 
ordered into the custody of Geo. F. Bron- 
ner, the then Public Adm inistrator. By 
the present decision the pioperty will be 
restored to the control of W ilson, who is 
the father and guardian of two m inor chil­ 
dren, who are the sole beneficiaries of the 
estate under the will of their m other, Jane 
W ilson. The proceedings to remove W il­ 
son were instituted by J. Marion Brooks, 
of Santa Barbara, who claims a contingent 
interest in the estate, depending upon the 
death of the children before attaining tlie 
age of majority. The decision of Judge 
Van Fleet is as follows : 
In the Superior Court of the State of 
California, in and for the county of Sacra­ 
m ento, D epartm ent One. 
In the m atter of the estate of Jane W il­ 
son, deceased—This was a proceeding in ­ 
stituted in said Court to secure the removal 
of W . C. W l»>n as executor of the last 
will and testam ent of said Jane W ilson, 
deceased, and the revocation of his letters 
testam entary. The m atter was tried before 
m y predecessor, who filed findings of fact 
and conclusions of law upon which he 
predicated an order removing said execu­ 
tor from his trust. Notice of motion for a 
new trial was given by W ilson and a bill 
of exceptions was duly settled by the trial 
Judge, who thereafter and 
before said 
motion had been brought to a hearing, re­ 
tired from the bench. Said motion has 
since been argued and subm itted before 
m yself for determination. 
T he t w o substantive grounds of removal 
upon which the order of the Court is based 
are stated in its conclusions of law, w hich 
are as follow s: 
■■ From the foregoing facts the Court finds 
as conclusions ot law, th at said W. C. W il­ 
son should be removed from his trust as 
executor of the last will and testam ent of 
said Jane W ilson, deceased, because he 
failed to comply with the requirem ents of 
the order of the Court m ade J une 5,1832, 
set out in the finding ol fact herein ; and 
because he has mismanaged said estate to 
th e injury thereof.” 
The respondent Wilson contends that 
those conclusions and the order of removal 
resting upon them are not sustained or 
w arranted by' the facts found, and are 
against law. 
The finding of fact relied 
upon by petitioners to sustain the first 
ground of removal slated—that of the fail­ 
ure of the executor to obey an order of the 
Court—is finding six, which is as follows: 
"li. That thereafter, to wit, the 5th day 
of June, 1882, said Superior Court of Sac­ 
ram ento county,after it had obtained juris­ 
diction of the m atter of said estate and of 
the person of the said W. C. W ilson, as ex­ 
ecutor of the last will and testam ent of the 
said Jane W ilson, deceased, m ade and 
caused to be entered of record the follow­ 
ing order in the matter of the estate of Jane 
W ilson, deceased: ‘ It is hereby ordered 
th at the executor give bond in the sum of 
$50,000 w ithin tw enty days, unless w ithin 
th at tim e he cause to be tiled and settled a 
final account.' 
B ut that the said W ilson 
did not present or give or file a bond as ex­ 
ecutor of the estate of said lan e Wilson, 
deceased, in the sum of $50,000, or in any 
other sum of money, w ithin the tim e pre­ 
scribed in said order, or at any other time ; 
and he failed and neglected to have settled, 
w ithin the time prescribed in said order, a 
final or any account. 
But said W. C. W il­ 
son did, on the 15tli day of June, 1832, file 
in said Court an account as and for a final 
account, and did thereupon obtain an order 
from said Superior Court of Sacramento 
county appointing the 20th day of June, 
1882, at the hour of 10 o'clock a . m ., and 
the Court-rooiu of said Court in the city ot 
Sacramento, in said county, as the tim e 
and place for hearing and settling said ac­ 
count, and he directed the Clerk of said 
Court to give notice thereot by posting no­ 
tices according to law, and such notices 
were duly posted. 
On said 2Gih day of 
June, 1882, the hearing of said final ac­ 
count was continued to the 3d day o f July, 
1882, upon motion of C. I,. W hite, Esq.. at­ 
torney for said J. M artin Brooks, to enable 
said Brooks to tile his objection in writing 
to the settlem ent of said accoun*. On said 
3.1 day of July, 1882, said Brooks filed bis 
objection, and the account was then heard 
and by the Court then settled and allowed. 
That no other order of said Court than the 
one above m entioned, of the 5th day of 
June, 18.32, has been m ade requiring the 
said W ilson, as such executor, to give a 
bond for the faithful performance of his 
duties as such execulor.” 
In m y judgm ent the facts recited in that 
finding fall short of sustaining the conclu­ 
sion of the Court. 
In reaching that con­ 
clusion the Court m ust have entirely mis­ 
apprehended the legal scope and purpose 
of the order recited in the finding, or it 
could not have held that there had been a 
failure to comply with it on the part of the 
executor. T h eo rd e r.it will he seen, was 
in the alternative, and required W ilson, the 
executor, to “ give bond in the sum of 
$50,000 w ithin tw enty days, unless w ithin 
that tim e he cuuse to be filed and settled a 
final account.” 
Now while no bond was filed by W ilson 
under that order, the Court finds that W il­ 
son did file his final account w ithin the 
, 
Twenty days and bail it set for hearing at 
as early date as was compatible w ith the 
giving of proper notice. 
It is true, the 
finding shows that the account was not 
heard and settled w ithin the twenty days, 
but it appears from the finding itself that 
this was through no fault of W ilson, but by 
reason of it continuance of the hearing 
erante*' at the request of J. Marion Brooks 
Tone of the petitioners now seeking the ro 
moval of said executor! for the purpose ot 
enabling said Brooks to oppose the settle­ 
m ent of said account. And it further ap­ 
pears that said account was thereafter in 
due tim e h ear! and settled. 
The Court seems to have proceeded i:i its 
conclusion upon the theory that W ilson 
was required under the term s of the order, 
not only 1 1 present his account w ithin the 
tw enty days, but th at lie must at all events, 
and w ithout reference to any obstacles that 
m ight arise to cause delay, have the ac­ 
count finally stilled within that tim e, and 
failing in that, it then became his duty to 
comply with the alternative and id ea bond. 
But certainly the order will not bear such 
an interpretation. It was one which it was 
usual and proper to m ake in such matters, 
and it is to be read and understood in a 
reasonable sense, with a view to ascertain 
the purpose it was intended to subserve, 
and in the light throw n about it by our 
•knowledge and experience of the ordinary 
course of judicial proceedings in like m at­ 
ters. 
Now its evident purpose was, prim arily, 
to secure an early accounting by the execu­ 
tor of the estate in his hands, and th at in 
the event an accounting was not forthcom­ 
ing w ithin the reasonable time fixed by the 
Court, then, and in that alternative, those 
interested should be protected by requiring 
at bis hands a bond—the record showing 
that at that tim e the executor was serving 
w ithout bond, under the will. H ad the 
Court desired to m ake the bond the first ob­ 
ject of the order it would, doubtless, sim ­ 
ply have ordered the executor to file one, 
as it was fully empowered to do, without 
reference to the question of account. 
Now, whenever the object aimed at by 
the order was attained, then its require­ 
m ents were satisfied. 
Here the finding 
shows that W ilson had done all in th e 
prem ises that it was within his individual 
power to do toward a compliance w ith the 
order. W hat remained to he performed 
required the intervention of the arm of the 
Court—som ething over which W ilson had 
no control—and it is seen that the Court 
exercised its power to defer the settlem ent 
of the account beyond the tim e lim ited in 
its order. I ant satisfied that under these 
circumstances the executor is shown to 
have taken all the steps required of him 
under that order, and that he was not 
called upon to file a bond by reason of the 
failure to actually secure a settlem ent w ith­ 
in the tw enty days. 
And this was un­ 
doubtedly the view taken by the late Judge 
Clark, who m ade that order, as the record 
shows that Judge Clark subsequently prc­ 
, 
ceeded and settled W ilson's final account 
in all respects as presented, and th at no 
pretense was then, or at any tim e while 
Judge ( lark was on the bench, made, that 
there had been a failure to comply with 
his said order. 
I am further of opinion that this ques­ 
tion was necessarily passed upon by Judge 


Clark insettlingsaid accoun* . that it th e re -• 
upon became res j u d i c a l aj,’a I10t prnper . 
subject-matter for the present proceeding,} 
and that Vi í.son s jOU¡q not have been re- ¡ 
q uirca to mee 
^ here. This disposes of 
the first gr jUmj 0f removal. 
n f he 
secon(i ground specified 
in 
the 
^ °’árt’s conclusions, “ that the executor has 
mismanaged said estate to the injury there­ 
of,” and the findings from which said con­ 
clusion is drawn rest upon this state of 
facts as disclosed by the evidence stated in 
the bill of exceptions : 
Upon the settlem ent of the final account 
of W ilson as executor of this estate, by 
J udge Clark, as above stated, the latter di­ 
rected a decree to be entered distributing 
the property of said estate to the devisees 
named in the will of said Jane W ilson, de­ 
ceased—two minors, who were the children 
of said deceased and said executor \\ . C. 
W ilson. 
T hat 
decree of distribution, 
through inadvertence, never was in fact 
entered, although both W ilson and his at­ 
torney supposed that it had been. Acting 
under that impression, W ilson subsequently 
applied for letters of guardianship of the 
persi ns and estates of his said children, 
and was by Judge Clark appointed such 
and duiv qualified, giving a bond in the 
sum of $50,000. T hat thereafter, and from 
the time of his said appointm ent as guard­ 
ian. W ilson acted upon the hypothesis and 
in the belief th at he held said property in 
his character of guardian and no longer as 
executor of the estate of Jane W ilson, de­ 
ceased. 
That subsequently, on the 7th day of Oc­ 
tober, 1882, the said property, exclusive of 
124 shares of the capital stock of the Bank 
of W oodland, was as follows : 
Cush on deposit in Bank of Woodland.. ÍD.544 00 
Principal due on notes past du e 
14,191 53 
Principal due on notes Dot mature*:..... 2,490 31 
l o:a! of interest d ue on all notes to Oc­ 
tober 7th....................................................... 2,020 S7 


One county w arrant for a sm all am ount 
was included in 
the above statem ent. 
There were thirteen notes in all, three of 
which were unsecured : the others were se­ 
cured by mortgages. Ten of the notes were 
past due and about to be taken up ; 
two 
were due in a few m onths, and one had 
eight m onths to run before m aturity. The 
$5,544 cash on ddposit had accumulated 
within a short tim e before from paym ents 
made from tim e to tim e upon notes due the 
estate, and was not earning any interest. 
After consulting his attorney, and advis­ 
ing with the Cashier of the Bunk of W ood­ 
land as to w hether an investm ent in United 
States Government bonds wouid be a safe 
and judicious investm ent of the funds in 
his hands for his wards, and they advising 
him that it would, and he being of that 
opinion, W ilson, on the 7lh day of October, 
l-*'2, engaged the Bank of W oodland to in­ 
vest the funds above stated, exclusive of 
said bank stock, in United States 44-per- 
ceut. registered bonds, and directed that 
such bonds be issued to him in Ins name as 
guardian of said m inors. The transaction 
was this : The bank took the notes and the 
county* w arrant and cash on deposit at the 
sum of $24,255 74, that being their face 
value, with the interest then due at that 
date—the 7th of October—and with this 
sum purchased $21,000 of United States 
registered 4 ;-per-cent, bonds at the then 
m arket price of 113¿, which made them 
cost $23,834, and left a balance to the credit 
of the estate of $420 74. 
The hank purchased the bonds in the 
city of New York by teiegraphic com m uni­ 
cation. The bonds were forwarded by mail 
and were received at W oodland by the 
bank somewhere between th e 20th and 30th 
of October. 
W ilson being notified of their 
receipt, called at the bank on the 30th of 
October, and found, upon inspection, that 
the bonds had been issued to him in his in­ 
dividual name, and not as guardian, as he 
had directed. This, the Cashier explained, 
had occurred through some m istake. W il­ 
son had at this tim e made arrangements to 
go East on that day—the 30th of October— 
on a trip to Indiana, on private business, to 
be gone an uncertain length of time. 
He 
expressed bis dissatisfaction to the Cashier 
of the bank, as well as some concern lest 
his bondsmen on his bond as guardian 
m ight be displeased with the fact that 
these bonds were in his individual nam e; 
The Cashier suggested that be could avoid 
any difficulty on that point, and then drew 
up a written declaration of that date in re­ 
lation to the ownership of said bonds, 
which W ilson signed, and left the same 
with the bonds and bank stock at the bank 
for safe keeping, until he should return 
from the East. T his declaration was in the 
following w ords: 
W ooD lM i. O ctober 30,1S52. 
Tilhr Bankiif Wix/illaiid: 'th e United States 
4'.j G overnm ent bonds, am ounting to 921,000, at 
accost of i t 1 sy. per hundred, in your possession, 
and 11 1 shares of your bank stock, belongs to 
the heirs of June Wilson, deceased. 
You will 
pitease no t deliver or assign tlie said bonds or 
stock upon mv order or th e order of anyone 
w ithout th e full and free consent of the parties 
who have signed my guardianship bond. 
(Signed) 
W. C. WILSON. 
Of the said bank stock 10 shares stood at 
this tim e in the nam e of W ilson, as guar­ 
dian ; 85 shares ot the sam e stood in the 
name of George Snodgrass, tv.to was the 
father of Jane W ilson: and 29 shares stood 
in the nam e of Jane W ilson. The 85shares 
had been left by George Snodgrass, in bis 
last will, to Jane W ilson, and the latter 
had acquired the 29 shares in her lifetime, 
and W ilson had left said stock standing un­ 
changed during the adm inistration. 
It is m anifest from this evidence, and the 
findings of the Court thereunder—which 
in all material particulars are in substan­ 
tial accord there with—that the Court, in its 
conclusion that W ilson had mismanaged 
said es:nte, proceeded upon the assumption 
that, as m atter of law. W ilson, at the date 
of said transactions, still held said property 
and was accountable for the same, as exe­ 
cutor of the cstatcof Jane Wilson, deceased; 
and that, taking control of the sam e in his 
character of guardian, and investing the 
funds in other securities without any order 
of Court therefor, and afterwards deposit­ 
ing the securities in his own nam e as 
guardian, was wholly unauthorized, and 
was in law a conversion of the funds cf 
said estate to a purpose other than that con­ 
templated by his trust as executor, and 
amounted to a mismanagem ent of said 
estate. 
But in assum ing such to be the law, the 
Court, in my judgm ent, fell into error. At 
this tim e W ilson’s final account as executor 
of the estate of Jane W ilson, deceased, 
showing paym ent of all debts and expenses 
of adm inistration, had been heard and set­ 
tled, and the balance rem aining in his 
hands for distribution to the devisees defi­ 
nitely ascertained and fixed. T hat balance 
was entirely personal property, and the 
persons to whom it was to go were defi­ 
nitely’ ascertained by the will of the de­ 
ceased. Thereupon W ilson, the executor 
of said will, was appointed the guardian of 
the persons and estates of those m inors 
who were to take the property of the estate 
of which he was the executor. 
Under these circumstances, imm ediately 
upon his qualification as guardian of said 
minors, W ilson became, by operation of 
law, invested with the possession of said 
property and the right to manage and con­ 
trol the same in his character of guardian. 
And the fact that the decree of distribution 
’in the estate of Jane W ilson, deceased, had 
not in fact been entered, and that W ilson, 
by reason of not having been discharged, 
retained his character of executor for cer­ 
tain purpo^s, m akes no dltferencc in this 
respect. 
The rule is thus unequivocally stated by 
the Court in the case of eiecgar vs. the State 
(ti H arris A Johnson, 1G2). reported in 14 
Am. Dec., 2G5: 
'• It is an established principle of law, 
that where the sam e person who acts as the 
adm inistrator of a deceased party’ is ap­ 
pointed guardian of the representatives, 
tliat whatever balance is in his hands at 
the rendition of a final account (and per­ 
haps even prior to that time) is in his 
hands and possession, not as adm inistra­ 
tor Gf the deceased, but as guardian to the 
representatives. Ttiis transfer is by- cper- 
ation of law. The adm inistrator having 
in his bands a balance that ought lo be 
paid over to the guardian, and one person 
representing both those characters, he can­ 
not pay the m oney over to him self; nor if 
the payment was refused is there anv per­ 
son who could enforce it. 
Under these 
circumstances, the law by implication con­ 
siders it in the hands and possession of the 
party in that representative character that 
ought to receive it.” 
(See also, Bell vs. 
People 94 Ills. 230; Taylor vs. Dcblois. 4 
Mason, 131; W eir vs. People, 78 Ills. 192.) 
And under such circumstances the sureties 
on the bond of the executor or adm inistra­ 
tor are released and discharged of all 
further liability thereafter accruing, and 
the guardian and ins sureties as such be­ 
come answerable. 
(See cases cited above.) 
A nd I find nothing in the provisions of 
our law upon the subject that would oper­ 
ate to take this case out of that rule. In 
this view of the law. it follows that W ilson 
could not be proceeded against in his char­ 
acter of executor of this estate for any act 
done in the m anagement of said property- 
after the tim e of hi» qualification as guard­ 
ian of said m in o rs: for it is a necessary 
corollary that his responsibility for this 
property as executor ceased the m om ent 
the law passed it to his possession and 
control as guardian. Therefore, the find­ 
ing and conclusion of the Court that W il­ 
son mismanaged said estate as executor, 
resting entirely upon evidence as to acts 
done subsequent to Li- appointm ent as 
guardian and when he had ceased to be ac­ 
countable for said property as executor, is 


entirely unsupported and cannot stand, j 
B at if' we were to concede that the view * 
taker, by the Court in its finding and con- j 
elusion as to the law was correct, and j 
a lm it that at the tim e stated W ilson was j 
still holding this property as executor o? 
the estate of Jane W ilson, deceased, even 
then I do not think the evidence sufficient 
to sustain the ground of mismanagem ent. 
T he Court, in its findings of fact, term s 
the investm ent of the funds of the estate in 
United States bonds by W ilson, as hereto­ 
fore recited, a speculation with said funds. 
B ut I do not think the transnction will 
justly hear any such designation in the 
sense in which the term is employed by the 
Court. Technically speaking, any invest­ 
m ent of the kind might possibly be called 
a speculation in one sense, but here the 
language is used by the Court to character­ 
ize an act of the executor as a culpable vio­ 
lation of his duty in m anaging the property’ 
of the estate. 
Certainly the evidence will not put that 
face Hpon this transaction, 
W ilson was 
proceeding upon the idea that he was then 
adm inistering said property as guardian, 
wherein he seems under the law to have 
been right. 
lie had on hand a consider­ 
able am ount of m oney of this estate bear­ 
ing no interest. The notes, representing 
by far the larger part of the interest-bear­ 
ing securities, were psst due and about to 
be taken up, when interest on them would 
cease. 
He was required to absent him self 
from the State for an uncertain period, 
w hile the property in its then situation re­ 
quired, it may be assumed, the constant 
attention of someone to look after it. 
Un­ 
der these circumstance W ilson consulted 
his attorney and was advised that he could 
m ake an investm ent of the funds. H e went 
to the cashier of his bank and was advised 
by him to invest in Government bonds. 
This he concluded to do, and the evidence 
as to the m anner in which he conducted 
the m atter, shows, in its circumstantial de­ 
tail, only the most anxious and scrupulous 
desire on his part to avoid even the ap­ 
pearance of evil, and to do that alone 
which would best preserve the property of 
his wards, and, at the same time, subserve 
their interests. There is nothing in the 
evidence or findings, nor was any claim 
made at the argument, that W ilson in any 
way attem pted or intended to wrong the 
estate in this transaction, or had any m o­ 
tive of personal gain ; or that he was ac­ 
tuated by any wrongful intent in the m at­ 
ter whatsoever. 
H e seems to have had no other object or 
end in view then to put the property in a 
more secure shape than he conceived it to 
be in at that tim e, in order to protect his 
wards, his bondsmen and him self from 
any possU le loss through oversight or neg­ 
lect on his part. 
It is true, the Court found that the estate 
lost by the purchase of these bonds, to the 
am ount of $1,200, arising from the differ­ 
ence in the rate of interest the notes were 
drawing at the tim e of their transfer, from 
that drawn by the bonds, and therefrom 
doubtless is partly’ drawn the conclusion of 
m ismanagem ent. B ut I find no evidence 
directly supporting this finding. 
It m ust 
be based upon the cssnnm lion that those 
notes would have rem ained outstanding 
and have continued to draw the same rate 
ot interest up to the tim e of this trial, 
whereas that is directly negatived by the 
evidence that most of these notes were past 
due and likely to be taken up at any time, 
when interest would have ceased so far as 
they were concerned. 
B ut if this loss did actually accrue by 
reason ot that investm ent, not through any 
dishonest act of the executor, as that is 
not pretended, but by reason solely of an 
error of judgm ent on his part in m aking 
the investm ent, that fact would not be 
cause for his removal. 
He m ight upon 
proper showing he chargeable on settle­ 
m ent of accounts, w ith the am ount lost, 
but it would not be sufficient to work a 
revocifiion of his letters as executor. 
As 
said by the Court in the estate of Stow 
(N. Y. P. Kep., p. 98): 
” An executor should be removed on 
some ground of delinquency, not on the 
ground of error of judgm ent merely. 
I 
am not aware th at these executors have 
committed an error of ju d g m en t; if they 
have, to an extent to hold them respon­ 
sible, this is not the tim e to charge them ; 
but when their accounts come in for settle­ 
m ent the accounts can be surcharged if a 
proper case be m ade.” See also estate of 
Post, My’, p. 220. 
W hile m ismanagem ent 
of 
an estate 
should unquestionably work the removal 
of an executor, the m ismanagem ent m ust 
consist of such things as clearly dem on­ 
strate a want of fitness in the executor to 
carry out his trust, arising either from dis­ 
honesty or w ant of natural perceptions. 
An executor cannot be removed at the 
discretion of the Judge, 
llis office is one 
held as m atter of right, not at discre­ 
tion, and he can only’ be removed for cause, 
and a removal should not be made for 
slight cause. 
(McFndgen vs. Council, 1 
Am. Probate Rep., 453.) 
“ All that sonnd 
public policy requires is that they shall act 
in good faith and use ordinary care.” 
(84 
N. O., GIG, and see also 18 Reporter, 34G; 
1G Reporter, 381.) 
After a careful exam ination and review 
of the whole record, I am satisfied that the 
evidence and facts do not support the con­ 
clusions of the Court, and that the order 
removing the executor was improperly 
made. 
It results from these views that 
the motion for a new trial herein should 
be granted, and an order will accordingly 
be entered to that efiect.

Gleason, 
“ Professor of Horse Training,” who cer­ 
tainly- has shown great skill in subduing 
and breaking the most obdurate animals, 
gives the following advice: The question 
m ay arise—For steady hard work at mod­ 
erate speed, will not a heavy-framed, strong 
muscle anim al, witli slight intelligence, 
like the mule, return more work for the 
food, than the one with higher m ental fac­ 
ulties and m ore active nerves? 
Is not 
there a waste of force of the power desired, 
from the nutrim ent consumed, in the horse 
with a highly developed nervous condi­ 
tion? Mr. Gleason advises to never select 
a horse having long ears, lined inside with 
long, straight hair. 
Do not buy one that is 
narrow between the ears, and between the 
eyes; or that has flat, round eyes, in sunken 
orbits, and whose nostrils áre sm all and 
thick; for he will eertainly prove to be a 
beast of sm all intelligence, hard to teach, 
incapable of remembering, and liable tobe 
obstinate, just as stupid persons are. And 
do not buy the horse that is.narrow at the 
top of the head, bulging between the eyes 
and has a sunken, dish-like face between 
them ; for lie is sure to be vicious and 
treacherous. But take the horse that ha: 
short ears, w ith short, curly hair beside 
tboííi; that is broad between the ears and 
eyes, with a regular, straight face, and 
large, thin nostrils ; for in him you will 
And an intelligent, spirited, yet willing ser­ 
vant, and faithful friend, if treated rightly 
Prairie Parmer. 


How T e l e g r a p h ( V i r e s a r e M e a s u r e d . 
We measure the telegraph wires by ohmes 
not inches, feet or miles. For instance, the 
wire from here to any point is so many 
ohmes. 
Now, if we have any trouble in 
securing connection, say with Chattanooga 
or Macon, an operator goes In the instru­ 
m ent ami tries the " pressure.” If it shows 
half the num ber of ohmes the wire is en­ 
titled to, we know the wire is down, broken 
or out of order half way’ to Chattanooga. 
T he linem an is called up and told where 
the trouble is. H e takes a dozen glass insu­ 
lators, a coil 100 feet of wire, a saw, hatchet 
and other tools, and boards the first train. 
Maybe he has just returned from a three or 
four days trip and is tired and hungry. 
This makes no difference. The wire m ust 
be fixed, and, w ithout seeing his family, he 
jum ps on the first train and goes. As he 
nears the place where the trouble is located, 
•he pulls the belt cord, the train stops and he 
jum ps off. It may be at the dead of night, 
or it may be at noon. 
It may be clear or 
it may be raining hard. 
It m ay be warm 
or it may be cold. 
It m ay be in an open 
field or it may be in the woods. These 
things the linem an can't control, and after 
he hits the ground he hunts the broken 
place, mends the wire and sits down on a 
cross-tie to wait until the next train comes 
along. H e don’t care which way that train 
is going. He wants to get out of'tlie woods, 
and w ithout ceremony flags the train dow n 
and gets on.—Atlanta Constitution.

THE NEXT 
GOVERNOR BEFORE 
THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


J o I i n F . S w ift's V ig o ro u s U tte ra n ce — 
W h a t K in d o l a G overnor H e 
P ro p o ses to E e. 


On being placed in nom ination before 
the Republican State Convention on T hurs­ 
day, Hon. John F. Swift thus spoke : 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen o f the Con­ 
vention : I have read your platform as care­ 
fully as possible in the brief tim e I have 
had to devote to it, and as I construe its 
meaning am satisfied to accept it as the 
deliberate judgm ent of 
the Republican 
party and to stand nnou it, and to go before 
tlie people as cordially indorsing its terms. 
I f I were not fully convinced that this Con­ 
vention is endeavoring in good faith to se­ 
lect a citizen who will not only support the 
principles of the Republican party, but who 
possesses such character for honesty, ca­ 
pacity and courage, and will not only com­ 
m and tlie respect and confidence of the 
people of this State of both parties, and of 
every class, interest and calling, I would 
not come before you as a candidate for the 
nom ination for Governor. B ut I do believe 
they are trying to find such a m an, and I 
hope you will find him in me. 
W e need 
at this time an adm inistration of our State 
Government that, while agreeing with the 
Republican party cn all national questions, 
such as the necessity and duty of preserving 
by a wisely-adjusted system of customs du­ 
ties the American m arkets and American 
labor from foreign competition, and of re­ 
habilitating aud restoring silver to its 
ancient ami time-honored place in the 
coinage of the earth, w ill at the same time 
take such a position upon those great lead­ 
ing im portant loca! and commercial ques­ 
tions so im portant to the people of this 
State, irrespective of party, as will be satis­ 
factory to both Republicans and Democrats, 
and to the best citizens of the State ol every 
shade and quality of opinion. 
It is a fact obvious to the most casual ob­ 
server that while we have here in Califor­ 
nia the most charm ing 
and agreeable 
climate, and the richest soil on the globe, 
with a terrestrial area extensive enough to 
accommodate 20,000,000 of people—that is 
to say, twenty times as m any as we now 
have'in the State—yet, in spite of all this, 
in consequence of tiie inadequacy of the 
rainfall, we have already reach<1 very 
nearly, if not quite, the m axim um of pro­ 
duction and of population without resort­ 
ing to artificial methods of collecting, sto r­ 
ing and distributing the scanty waters that 
do fall from the clouds. 
Indeed, it has be­ 
come indispensable to our further progress 
that, by a system of laws adapted to our 
peculiar climate and condition, we should 
gather together and save up to the last drop 
the water that falls, and carefully and 
economically and equitably and fairly be­ 
tween men spread it out over the soil as far 
as it will go, so as none m ay monopolize, 
none m ay waste and none m ay want. Yet, 
at the same time, it is a fact equally appar­ 
ent that the best citizens of the State are 
divided in opinion as to the best method of 
doing this thing, and the consequent dis­ 
putes and dissensions keep the comm unity 
in a ferm ent ami seriously jeopardize and 
retard progress and im provem ent; but, 
notw ithstanding tlie confusion engendered 
by this fierce conflict of interest and opin­ 
ion, it is clear to me that the lino of justice, 
of right and sound public policy is dis­ 
tinctly perceptible between the two ex­ 
tremes, and that it only wants an intelli­ 
gent mind, backed by courage and disinter­ 
ested integrity, to harm onize and reconcile 
the great mass of the people upon a plan 
that will satisfy and redound to the public 
welfare. 
There are other im portant local questions 
alm ost too num erous and too complex to 
attem pt to intelligently discuss at this time, 
which seem to divide the com m unity and 
to set locality against locality and interest 
and class against one another, which, in 
m y opinion, only w ant sound, cultivated 
common sense and common honesty to 
deal with and adjust and reconcile to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. 
Indeed, if 
we arc tlie intelligent, law-abiding people 
we claim to be, ami are willing to deal 
with our fellow-citizens as neighbors ought 
to deal with each other, and to be willing 
to live and let live, these contentions can 
all be reconciled, and it is for this Conven­ 
tion to find m en capable of form ing an ad­ 
m inistration equal to doing dll that the 
Executive Departm ent can law fully do in 
th at direction. 
It follows th at this Con­ 
vention is in search of a candidate for Gov­ 
ernor intelligent enough and broad-minded 
enough to include and comprehend in his 
adm inistrative career the entire State, town 
and county, m ountain and valley, land and 
water, and to protect by all law ful means 
every citizen and every inhabitant of the 
State, no m atter what be his class or con­ 
dition, his politics, his nationality or his 
religion, or any other quality or character 
which lie m ay law fully have, to the end 
that we m ay all do well" together in peace, 
and th at prosperity m sv dwell with us. 
W hile it is not becoming in a candidate 
for the exalted office of Governor to try to 
< om mend him self to the favor of the shal­ 
low and thoughtless by m aking wanton 
and unnecessary and demagogical attacks 
upon railroad corporations, yet it should 
not be forgotten that corporations are hut 
mere aggregations 
of 
individual men, 
moved like the rest of us by ordinary 
hum an instincts and hum an impulses, be­ 
ing neither better nor worse than their 
fellow-citizens and quite as anxious to pro­ 
mote their personal fortunes as others are 
to promote th eirs; that while the corpora­ 
tions are endowed with exceptional power 
and privileges, all such exceptional powers 
were conferred by the Slate solely for the 
public benefit, and not for the purpose of 
giving those who exercise then» an ad­ 
vantage over their fellow-citizens in push­ 
ing private interes's ; but such exceptional 
powers they certainly do possess. It is cer­ 
tain they are capable of abuse, and that 
their abuse at any tim e is a seriou3 public 
injury, and it follows that these great pub­ 
lic instrum entalities should be watched at 
all times with jealous care, and the rights 
and interests of the people scrupulously 
and anxiously and fearlessly protected, and 
this is one of the duties of the Executive 
Department. 
1 trust this Convention is not in search of 
a mere vote seeking demagogue to present 
to the people for their suffrages. It is cer­ 
tainly true that the people w ant a Gov­ 
ernor who sympathizes w ith every portion 
of the com m unity and especially w ith the 
poor, who are always the most in need of 
sym pathy, but they do not, in m y opinion, 
want a candidate who will go about seeking 
for votes by m aking promises that he never 
intends to fulfill and that he could not 
lawfully perform were he so disposed. 
It 
is my opinion that the people, having, as 
they have in this country, the power t& 
make the law, want an adm inistration that 
will enforce the law as they have made it, 
and m aintain public order and protect life 
and property as the law directs, at all 
hazards and at any cost, and that they 
w ant candidates to say so just the same 
before election as afterward. 
It is also my 
opinion that the people w ant a Governor 
who, when a man has been lawfully and 
ju st'y convicted of m urder and condemned 
to death for it, will allow the Sheriff to 
take a rope and hang him by the neck till 
he is dead and leave the disposition of his 
soul to A lm ighty God. where it bc-lones. 
The Republicans of this State, as a 
party, hope and expect, as the result of the 
work of this Convention, to carry the No­ 
vember election and recover possession of 
'.lie State Government, and to secure a Sen­ 
ator and a full set of Republican Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress. There are m any 
Republicans in California, and among them 
I confess I am one. who believe that this is 
naturally a Republican State by a good, 
substantial working majority, and that by 
proper managem ent it could and ought to 
be kept so ail the time. There are a great 
m any good men in the party who would 
like to see one Republican A dm inistration 
elected that would repeat, and thev think 
that if this Convention will do its d'utv and 
put up a gnod ticket of the right kind of 
men, and the local Conventions will do the 
same, that this is as pood a tim e to com­ 
mence as any other.

enough to stand up before the people and 
tell them in plain, intelligible English just 
what he intends to do, why he intends to 
do it—in a word, to give a reason for the 
faith that is in him . Now, in all th¡3 I do 
not think I atn calling for any very extra­ 
ordinary or superhum an qunlitiqs in a can­ 
didate, or anything very difficult to find, i 
do not think you need to adjourn the Con­ 
vention over to hunt up such a m an. The 
party is full of such m en. I can iook over 
this Convention and pick out a score of 
such, and I am not personally acquainted 
w ith all by any m eans. 
I do not claim to 
be the only one of the kind, but I wouid he 
unjust to m y own convictions if I did not 
claim to be one of them , and as good as the 
best.

Sections One, E ight, Ten and E leven of A rticle 
T hirteen, ol th e C onstitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S e c ti o n 1. All property in tlie State, except 
railroads, not ex em p t u n d er th e law s of th e 
U nited States, shall be tax ed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The w ord property, as used in th is article and 
section, is hereby d eclared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, irauchises aihffall 
o th er m atters an d things, real, personal an d 
m ixed, capable o f priv ate ow nership; pem-ided, 
th at grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
ferpah'.ic schools, and such as m ay belong to 
the U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in th is State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to lie anil shall bo 
assessed and taxed as r. part of th e realty; and, 
provided further, th a t railroads shall be tiixed ns 
provided in Section Ten ot th is article; and, 
provided further, th a t the Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for th e exem ption from tax atio n o f ships 
and vessels ow ued a n d registered or enrolled In 
this state, or m ay tax such ships and vessels on 
th e ir gross or net earnings, in lieu oí an ad val­ 
orem tax. Tlie L egislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction froni credits of 
d eb t“ due to bona fide residents f th is sta te . 
Double taxation in any form Ls prohibited. 


Six. 8. T he L egislature shall, by law , require 
each tax p ay er in ih is State to m ake and deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u n d er oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty -real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten oi th is article, o« tied 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or u n d er 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian, o a the 
first M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafler provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, in th e 
m an n er provided by law . Every corporation 
and person ow ning o r operating a railroad, or 
any {xirtion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before th e first day o f Ju ly o f each year, pav to 
the State T reasurer an an n u al ta x o f tw o and 
a h a lf per cent upon th e gross earnings, earned 
w ith in this State, of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon th e thirty-first day of D ecem ber 
nex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all o th er State and county taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, right ot way, roadw ay, roadbed 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations an d th e ir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen o p ­ 
erated as a p art of such railroad, an d upon the 
shares of the capital stock, aud upon th e m ort­ 
gages, deeds o f trust, contracts o r o th er obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty.

Second—The gross earnings w hich, d arin g th e 
sam e year, liave been earn ed partly w ith in th is 
State and partly w itn o u t th is state] w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een th is State a n a o th er Sta-es or T errito­ 
ries, in th e proportion w hich th e num ber of 
m iieso f such railroad situated iutliL sS tate and 
used in c a k in g such earnings, bears to’- h e 
w hole num ber of m ile? thereof, by th e use of 
w hich such earnings h av e been m ade. T he pro- 
jc rtio n of interstate earnings th u s ascertained 


shall lie added to th e earnings m ade w holly 
w ith in th e State, an d the total th u s o btained 
shall be tak en and deem ed to be th e gross earn- 
iugs*of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m en t and tax atio n .
